ore  often  than  not  the  river  of  history  takes  curious  twists  and  turns.  When  they  first  appear, 
little  consequence  is  attached  to  them,  but  future  generations  are  intrigued  and  captivated 
by  these  historic  events.  Researchers  who  come  on  the  scene  years  later  are  immediately 
confronted  by  a  series  of  loose  ends  and  disjointed  facts.  If  anything  can  be  characterized 
in  this  manner,  it  is  the  saga  of  the  now-famous  King  of  Siam  Proof  Set. 

The  story’s  outline  was  sketchy  from  the  beginning.  Over  a  century  ago,  numismatic  scholars 
knew  that  the  United  States  government  had  prepared  several  complete  sets  of  coins  which 
were  used  for  diplomatic  purposes.  A  November  11,  1834  letter  to  Samuel  Moore,  Director 
of  the  Mint,  from  John  Forsyth  of  the  State  Department,  explains  their  authorization: 


Dept,  of  State 
Washington  Nov.  11,  1834 

Sir: 

The  President  has  directed  that  a  complete  set  of  the  coins  of  the  United  States  be  sent  to  the  King  of  Siam,  and  another  to 
the  Sultan  of  Muscat.  You  are  requested,  therefore  to  the  Department  for  that  purpose,  duplicate  specimens  of  each  kind  now  in  use, 
whether  of  gold,  silver,  or  copper.  As  boxes,  in  which  they  are  to  be  contained,  may  be  more  neatly  and  appropriately  made  at  Philadelphia, 
under  your  direction,  than  they  could  be  here,  you  are  desired  to  procure  them,  if  it  will  not  be  too  much  trouble,  and  have  the 
coins  suitably  arranged  in  them  before  they  are  sent  on.  They  should  be  of  as  small  size  as  is  consistent  with  the  purpose  in  which 
they  are  intended;  and  should  be  of  wood,  covered  with  plain  morocco.  The  color  of  one  should  be  yellow,  and  the  other  crimson. 
You  are  authorized  to  draw  upon  the  Department  for  the  value  of  the  coins,  and  the  expense  of  the  boxes.

Nowhere  was  it  explained  what  “a  complete  set  of  the  coins  of  the  United  States”  meant.  Apparently,  Mr.  Moore,  being  head 
of  the  Mint  department  and  fully  conscious  of  diplomatic  protocol,  took  it  as  a  given  that  the  sets  were  to  contain  presentation  quality 
proof  coins.  There  was  no  problem  making  proof  quality  coins  of  those  denominations  which  were  in  production;  but  two  coins, 
the  Silver  Dollar  and  Ten  Dollar  Gold  Eagle  were  not  in  production.  Nevertheless,  both  had  been  approved  and  seemed  to  be  essential 
members  of  a  complete  set  of  American  coins. 

Bowers  and  Merena,  in  their  1989  auction  booklet  on  this  set,  describe  how  Moore  handled  the  dilemma  facing  him: 


“However,  in  1834  the  highest  silver  denomination  currently  being  produced  was  the  half  dollar,  and  the  highest  gold  denomination 
was  the  half  eagle.  Authorized,  but  not  being  produced  at  the  time,  were  the  silver  dollar  and  $10  denominations.  It  was  believed 
that  the  set  would  be  incomplete  if  these,  the  largest  and  most  impressive  of  all  American  coin  denominations,  were  not  included. 

“Research  was  conducted,  and  was  determined  that  silver  dollars  and  $10  pieces  were  last  minted  for  circulation  years  earlier 
in  1804.  What  was  not  realized  was  that  the  pieces  reported  as  having  been  minted  in  1804  were  from  earlier-dated  dies,  and  were 
probably  dated  1802  or  1803.  Apparently,  no  1804-dated  dollars  were  produced  during  the  year  1804. 

“A  search  was  made  at  the  Mint  in  an  effort  to  find  the  original  dies 
used  to  strike  1804  silver  dollars  and  1804  $10  pieces.  Of  course,  no  such 
dollar  die  could  be  found,  for,  although  mint  officials  didn’t  know  it,  no 
dies  for  dollars  were  ever  made  for  1804.  Although  $10  pieces  had  been 
made  in  1804,  apparently  no  original  dies  could  be  located  either.  So,  with 
all  good  intent  the  Mint  did  the  logical  thing:  created  new  dies  bearing  the 
date  1804,  for  the  dollar  and  $10  pieces.  Thus,  the  set  could  contain  examples 
of  the  last  years  that  these  two  large  denominations  were  believed  to  have 
been  issued.” 


Hence,  the  set  was  now  “complete.” 

Both  sets  were  duly  made.  One  set,  encased  in  the  yellow  box,  was  given  to  the  King  of  Siam  (present 
day  1  hailand)  as  part  of  a  diplomatic  exchange.  A  trade  treaty  between  Siam  and  the  U.S  was  the  purpose 
of  the  exchange.  The  other  set,  encased  in  the  crimson  box,  was  presented  to  the  Said  Said  bin  Sultan 
(1804-1856),  Imaum  of  Muscat  (which  is  on  the  Arabian  peninsula). 

Years  passed  and  collectors  forgot  about  these  kingly  treasures — forgot  about  them,  or  actually  came  to  believe 
they  no  longer  existed.  However,  it  is  believed  that  individual  pieces  from  the  Muscat  Set  surfaced  in  England 
at  the  1917  sale  of  the  coin  collection  of  C.A.  Watters.  Stack’s  has  stated  that  “further  research  has  made  it  clear 
that  this  [Watters]  group  represents  part  of  the  broken  up  set  presented  to  the  Imaum  of  Muscat,  the  companion 
set  to  the  Siam,  showing  that  both  of  these  sets  had  1834  dated  coins.”  Included  in  this  sale  were  all  of  the  silver 
and  copper  denominations  dated  1834  plus  the  1804  Sliver  Dollar,  but  none  of  the  gold  coins.  Watters,  who  was 
not  a  gold  coin  collector,  procured  his  1804  dollar  and  these  lesser  denominations  from  an  unknown  source. 
At  present,  the  location  of  the  Muscat  of  gold  remains  unknown. 


The  King  of  Siam  Set  presentation  box  has  two  unfilled  spaces,  one  of  which  was  undoubtedly  intended  for  the  1834  Half  Dime. 
The  other  space  poses  a  question  and  it  is  likely  scholars  will  never  know  with  certainty  what  that  space  contained.  There  are  two 
equally  valid  candidates  which  could  have  filled  the  space.  One  is  a  “With  Motto”  variety  of  the  1834  Quarter  Eagle.  The  recessed 
area  in  the  box  is  the  correct  size,  however  two  more  questions  arise:  Why  two  Quarter  Eagles  but  no  Half  Eagle?  Why  no  “With 
Motto”  Half  Eagle  if  there  was  a  “With  Motto”  Quarter  Eagle?  The  other  possibility  is  a  specimen  of  the  1833  medalet  struck  by 
the  U.S.  Mint  for  President  Andrew  Jackson’s  second  inauguration.  This  medalet,  Julian  PR-33,  was  struck  in  gold,  measures  about 
19mm  and  would  fit  the  space  provided  perfectly.  According  to  Stack’s,  who  favors  this  second  opinion,  “It  would  also  occupy  a 
nearly  central  position  within  the  top  row  of  the  pieces  in  the  case,  would  present  a  portrait  of  our  country’s  elected  leader  at  the 
time  the  set  was  made,  and  would  do  so  in  the  ‘royal’  metal  without  claiming  royalty  (since  it  was  of  a  size  comparable  to  the  smallest 
circulating  gold  denomination  of  the  period).” 

In  1962,  the  King  of  Siam  Proof  Set  appeared  in  England  in  its  present  form.  Mr.  David  Spink,  owner  of  a  famous  English  rare 
coin  dealership,  bought  the  set  from  an  undisclosed  source.  How  it  travelled  halfway  around  the  world  to  an  English  coin  dealer 
from  its  royal  home  in  Siam,  no  one  knows.  Possibly  during  Great  Britain’s  heyday,  when  the  sun  never  set  on  its  vast  Empire,  an 
English  statesman  or  diplomat  may  have  come  into  possession  of  the  Set.  Conjecture  could  continue  forever,  but  whatever  its  source, 
this  legendary  Set  was  discreetly  sold  to  Mr.  Spink  in  1962. 

According  to  Greg  Holloway  of  The  Continental  Companies— the  current  co-owners  with  The  Rarities  Group,  Inc— Mr.  Spink 
consigned  it  to  Lester  Merkin,  a  well  respected,  long-time  dealer,  who  sold  it  in  1979  to  a  prominent  Eastern  family.  While  in  the 
family’s  possession,  The  Smithsonian  Institution  was  given  temporary  custody  of  the  Set  and  it  was  placed  on  public  display  in  Washington 
D.C.  from  August  1983  to  February  1984.  A  few  years  later,  on  October  14,  1987,  it  was  consigned  to  Bowers  and  Merena’s  auction. 
When  it  did  not  meet  the  reserve,  it  was  reconsigned  to  Stack’s  of  New  York  City  in  May,  1989. 

On  October  18,  1989,  Martin  Paul  of  The  Rarities  Group  Inc.  and  Mr.  Holloway  finalized  purchase  negotiations  for  the  King  of 
Siam  Proof  Set  with  Stack’s  for  a  figure  well  in  excess  of  $2  million.  It  is  now  being  consigned  by  Continental  Rare  Coin  Fund  I 
and  The  Rarities  Group  Inc.  to  Superior  Galleries  of  Beverly  Hills. 


How  does  one  analyze  the  rarity,  value,  and  significance  of  such  a  set?  What  standard  does  one  use  for  comparison?  It  is  totally 
unique.  One  of  a  kind.  It  is  the  pinnacle  of  American  numismatics.  Can  it  be  likened  to  a  Picasso,  of  which  there  are  many?  Or 
to  a  first  edition  Huckleberry  Finn?  Whatever  the  future  decides,  it  is  obvious  this  1804/1834  King  of  Siam  Proof  Set  will  continue 
to  be  cherished  and  admired  for  centuries  to  come,  and  remain  the  greatest  American  numismatic  treasure  ever  produced. 


Several  observers  have  commented  about  the  fact  the  coins  have  been  certified  and  encapsulated  (“slabbed”)  by  a  professional 
grading  service.  Numismatic  purists  may  differ  as  to  whether  this  was  the  right  thing  to  do.  However,  when  put  into  its  proper  perspective, 
most  arguments  against  slabbing  can  be  reconciled.  The  coins  have  been  certified,  graded  and  encapsulated  by  a  professional  grading 
service.  During  the  encapsulation  process,  which  consists  of  placing  each  coin  in  a  safe,  inert,  clear  plastic  ring  and  then  sonically 
sealing  it  in  a  hard  plastic  case,  the  coins  were  neither  scratched,  dented 
nor  impaired.  On  the  contrary,  ultimate  protection  was  one  of  the 
motives  behind  encapsualting  the  coins.  If  being  handled  by  prospective 
bidders,  by  friends  and  admirers  of  the  owner,  or  by  non-numismatists 
such  as  photographers,  insurers,  and  research  workers,  they  are  now 
invulnerable  to  damage.  During  the  encapsulating  process,  the  coin 
is  assigned  a  grade.  Professional  third-party  grading  has  eliminated  over 
ninety  percent  of  the  issues  that  once  separated  buyers  and  sellers. 

It  has  established  standards  upon  which  numismatists  agree.  Thus,  a 
highly  credible,  broader-based  market  has  been  guaranteed.

Prior  to  the  establishment  of  reliable  professional  grading  services,  the  grade 
of  a  coin  and  its  value  were  in  the  eye  of  the  beholder.  That  environment  made 
it  difficult  for  dealers,  collectors,  and  investors  to  conduct  business  with 
unquestioned  certainty.  As  a  solution  was  being  sought  during  the  mid  1980’s, 
the  first  grading  service,  known  as  the  Professional  Coin  Grading  Service  (PCGS) 
was  established  in  1986.  The  rare  coin  market  quickly  expanded  as  new  buyers, 
new  collectors  and  investors  appeared.  Standardization  had  arrived,  and  with 
it  came  buyers  who  preferred  well-established,  “mature”  markets  in  which 
everyone  was  assured  an  immediate  knowledge  of  a  coin’s  grade  and  value. 

The  broader  market  and  its  effect  can  be  demonstrated  easily.  Industry  publications  such  as  Coin  World  and  financial  publications 
of  all  varieties  have  been  discussing  the  financial  planning  community’s  involvement  with  rare  coins  and  more  recently  Wall  Street’s 
participation  in  rare  coin  funds. 

What  about  the  King  of  Siam  coins  themselves?  Two  words  come  to  mind:  elegant  and  magnificent!  Their  varieties  and  grades 
are  as  follows: 


•  1834  Half  Cent.  Gilbert-1.  Proof  66,  red  and  brown 

•  1834  Large  Cent.  Newcomb-3.  Proof  66,  brown 

•  1834  Dime.  John  Reich-1.  Proof  67 

•  1834  Quarter.  Browning-2.  Proof  65 

•  1834  Half  Dollar.  Overton-103.  Proof  65 

•  1804  Silver  Dollar.  Class  1.  Proof  65 

•  1834  Quarter  Eagle.  No  Motto.  Proof  64 

•  1834  Half  Eagle.  No  Motto.  Proof  64 

•  1804  Eagle.  Plain  4  in  date.  Proof  63 

As  you  can  see  by  their  color  photographs,  or,  if  you  have  had  the  privilege  of  viewing  them  in  person,  each  coin  is  pristine 
and  original,  and  the  strike  is  outstanding.  Moreover,  their  surfaces  are  incomparably  beautiful,  having  frosted  or  “cameo”  devices 
against  highly  reflective  mirror  fields. 

Shortly  after  our  consignors  bought  the  King  of  Siam  Proof  Set  they  were  offered  nearly  $2  million  for  the  1804  Silver  Dollar 
alone!  This  offer  was  declined.  They  knew  the  Set  clearly  must  be  kept  intact.  Such  an  action  would  be  the  equivalent  of  selling 
one  of  the  gems  from  a  queen’s  tiara.  It  simply  is  not  done. 

If  a  single  coin  from  the  set  is  worth  upwards  of  $2  million,  then  what  is  the  value  of  the  full  set?  How  does  one  put  a  price 
on  a  national  treasure?  It  is  a  treasure  that  combines  everything  one  could  possibly  dream  of  possessing:  (1)  the  Set  is  one  of  a  kind, 
with  nothing  else  like  it  in  all  American  numismatics;  (2)  the  coins  themselves  are  in  impeccable  condition,  many  of  them  being 
finest  knowns;  (3)  they  are  protected  by  PCGS  sealed  holders,  so  that  the  chances  of  their  being  mishandled  or  damaged  in  the  future 
are  minuscule;  (4)  they  have  a  broader  based  market  because  of  this  encapsulation,  far  more  so  than  they  had  in  an  ungraded  state; 
and,  finally,  (5)  the  set’s  history  is  absolutely  unrivaled  from  a  standpoint  of  origin,  numismatic  research  value,  market  value,  and 
first  class  pedigree. 

In  short,  this  is  the  most  exciting  and  intriguing  set  of  coins  available  to  the  American  public.  Though  some  mystery  surrounds 
the  set,  its  history  is  nonetheless  vivid  and  telling.  It  represents  a  superb  rare  coin  opportunity.  It  is  America’s  most  famous  numismatic 
legacy.

In  October  1921,  Father  Flanagan  moved  to  Overlook  Farm,  just  10  miles  west  of 
Omaha.  It  was  160  acres  of  promise  complete  with  a  house,  barns,  chicken  coops  and 
a  small  garage.  New  buildings  housed  dormitories,  a  grade  school,  dining  room,  recreation  room,  and,  as  always,  a  chapel.  The 
family  soon  numbered  200.  By  1948  over  400  boys  at  any  one  time  called  Father  Flanagan’s  place  ‘home.’ 


Boys  Town 

a  brief  history 


he  1939  Oscar  Winning  movie  “Boys  Town”  starring  Spencer  Tracy 
helped  make  Father  Flanagan’s  Boys’  Home  a  household  name.  Boys 
Town,  as  it  is  popularly  known,  is  a  healing  place  for  abused, 
abandoned,  neglected,  troubled  and  troubling  youth.  It  has  been  for 
73  years. 


On  December  12,  1917,  the  world  was  exploding  in  a  hundred  different  places.  That 
same  day,  Father  Edward  J.  Flanagan  opened  the  door  of  a  modest  house  in  Nebraska 
to  five  homeless  boys.  By  Christmas  Eve  Father  Flanagan’s  family  numbered  25;  within 
a  month,  50. 


In  the  spring  of  1918,  Father  Flanagan  moved  to  an  abandoned  and  more  spacious 
two-story  building.  In  no  time  the  population  soared  to  over  100.  Before  four  years  passed 
over  1,300  boys  from  17  states  experienced  the  healing  place.  Still,  one  fact  stood  out  — 
Boys  Town  desperately  needed  another  expansion. 


The  modern  Boys  Town  era  began  in  1975  when  “home-style”  living  replaced  dormitory  living.  “Family-Teachers”  replaced 
shift  work  counselors.  They  provide  the  family-style  environment  and  treatment  today’s  abused  children  desperately  need. 

In  1979  a  few  girls  were  admitted  to  see  if  the  program  would  work  effectively  with  girls  too.  The  experiment  was  a  success. 
Today,  the  campus  population  is  over  500  —  nearly  one-third  girls.  More  than  17,000  boys  and  girls  have  called  Boys  Town  home 
since  1917. 

And  yet,  the  need  grows  ever  larger  and  more  complex.  Child  abuse,  abandonment  and  neglect  seem  rampant  in  America 
today.  But  not  every  child  needs  to  be  taken  out  of  his  or  her  home  to  experience  healing  in  their  life.  To  meet  the  growing  challenge, 
Father  Val  Peter,  present-day  keeper  of  Father  Flanagan’s  vision  developed  new  and  innovative  methods  and  programs. 

Boys  Town  USA 

Boys  Town  USA  is  the  primary  tool  to  take  Boys  Town’s  advanced  youth  care  techniques  to  communities  across  America.  Based 
on  the  Boys  Town  Family  Home  Model,  these  “mini-campuses”  operate  up  to  five  homes  on  a  site.  Headed  by  Family-Teachers, 
these  homes  provide  the  same  family-style  environment  and  treatment  as  the  Home  Campus  in  Nebraska.  Sites  are  currently  operating 
in  Tallahassee  and  Orlando,  New  Orleans,  and  San  Antonio.  Sites  are  under  development  in  Brooklyn,  Providence,  Las  Vegas  and 
Orange  County,  California.  But  there  is  more. 

Father  Peter  directed  development  of  four  new  programs.  Called  Family-Based  Programs,  these  programs  will  be  available 
at  each  site  as  needed  and  local  support  is  demonstrated. 

Family-Based  Programs 

Boys  Town’s  network  of  Family-Based  Programs  extends  the  circle  of  healing  to  entire  families  and  to  those  children  who 
can  benefit  from  staying  with  their  family  at  home.  Each  Family-Based  Program  component  uses  proven  treatment  technology 
developed  by  Boys  Town.  As  on  the  Home  Campus,  the  Family-Based  Programs  promote  safe,  effective  and  humane  approaches 
and  environments  for  troubled  and  troubling  children  and  youth. 

Parent  Training 

The  Boys  Town  Parent  Training  program  is  for  parents  who  are  having  difficulty  with  their  children.  The  program  serves  a 
group  of  10  to  12  parents  in  eight-week  sessions.  It  teaches  skills  based  on  experience  from  Boys  Town’s  Home  Campus  program. 
Training  includes  lectures,  discussions,  role-play  groups,  frequent  telephone  contact  with  parents,  and  individual  sessions  regarding 
the  parent’s  goals.  After  training,  the  Boys  Town  staff  stays  involved  through  a  newsletter,  additional  workshops,  and  continued 
telephone  contact. 


Treatment  Foster  Care 


Boys  Town  Treatment  Foster  Care  Program  provides  an  out  of 
home  placement  option  for  children.  Some  simply  cannot  live  at  home, 
and  their  special  needs  prevent  their  succeeding  in  traditional  foster 
care  programs.  Treatment  Foster  Care  carefully  selects,  trains,  and 
highly  supports  Foster  Care  parents  who  provide  intensive  treatment 
and  care  for  youths  who  might  otherwise  be  placed  in  a  more  restrictive 
setting.  They  provide  24-hour  involvement  in  all  activities  and  situations 
the  youth  might  encounter,  including  relationships  with  the  school  and 
biological  parents.  Treatment  Foster  Care  parents  are  supported  by 
24-hour,  on-call  consultation;  respite  home  care;  training  and  support 
for  biological  parents;  and  systematic  and  careful  “matching”  of  youth 
and  foster  family. 


Home-Based  Services 


Boys  Town’s  Home-Based  Services  provides  help  to  families  in 
crisis  so  children  can  remain  with  the  family  whenever  possible.  Family  specialists  provide  intensive  care  for  families  in  their  own 
home.  They  spend  up  to  20  hours  per  week,  over  a  4  to  8  week  period,  to  help  families  identify  and  solve  their  problems  They 
also  help  the  family  learn  a  variety  of  new  skills.  The  specialists  are  on  call  24-hours  a  day  to  help  parents  through  crises  while 
promoting  independence.  Extensive  training,  evaluation,  research,  and  follow-up  are  also  carried  out. 


Shelter  Care 

Boys  Town’s  Shelter  Care  program  provides  a  safe  environment  for  abused,  neglected,  homeless,  and  runaway  youth,  ages 
10  to  18.  The  program  serves  boys  and  girls  with  an  average  stay  of  two  weeks.  Appropriate  services  are  provided  for  the  youth 
and  his  or  her  family.  The  goal  is  to  promote  family  reunification  and  preservation  whenever  possible.  Boys  Town  staff  help  find 
alternative  placements  for  children  who  cannot  go  home. 

There  is  even  more  to  Boys  Town’s  treatment  services  for  Amercian  children  and  their  families. 

The  Boys  Town 

National  Research  Hospital 

Located  in  downtown  Omaha,  the  Boys  Town  National  Research  Hospital  is  a  leading  center  for  the  research,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  communications  disorders  in  children.  More  than  11,000  boys  and  girls  from  all  over  the  nation  are  diagnosed  and 
treated  every  year.  Many  patients  come  from  families  who  can’t  afford  any  out-of-pocket  expenses. 

Since  its  opening  in  1977,  this  fully  licensed  pediatric  hospital  has  helped  more  than  75,000  children  and  their  families.  The 
hospital  represents  a  fully  integrated  effort  of  research  scientists  working  alongside  clinicians.  Both  use  their  skills  and  concern 
for  children  to  produce  solutions  to  meet  each  patient’s  unique  and  individual  needs. 

The  hospital  s  Center  for  Abused  Handicapped  Children  focuses  on  identification,  prevention,  and  treatment  of  physical 
and  sexual  abuse.  The  center,  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States,  has  treated  more  than  500  children  since  its  inception  in  1984. 

The  Boys  Town 

Father  Flanagan  High  School 

F ather  Flanagan  High  School,  is  Boys  1  own  s  inner-city  alternative  school  for  high-risk  youth.  This  pioneering  program  helps 
to  address  educational  problems  within  the  inner  city.  Over  300  students  were  enrolled  in  1989.  More  than  250  youngsters  have 
graduated  from  Flanagan  High  in  its  first  five  years.  Most  would  not  have  received  an  education  any  other  way— let  alone  a  high 
school  diploma. 

Unique  among  alternative  schools,  Managan  High  offers  students  a  full  range  of  extra  curricular  activities,  such  as  drama,  sports, 
journalism  and  art.  It  features  an  extensive  vocational  program.  In  addition,  Flanagan  High,  has  a  full  network  of  special  services, 
including:  a  day-care  center  for  teenage  students,  full  time  drug  counselor,  and  emergency  crisis  aid  for  students  in  need.  Methods 
and  materials  developed  at  Flanagan  will  be  shared  with  inner-city  schools  across  America. 


The  Stamp  Center 

at  Boys  Town 


The  Leon  Myers  Stamp  Center,  is  a  beautiful 
facility  named  in  honor  of  Mr.  Leon  Myers,  a  resident 
of  Beverly  Hills,  California.  Mr.  Myers’  continuing 
donations  of  stamp  collections  to  Boys  Town  are  the 
cornerstone  of  the  museum. 

Originally  the  museum  was  the  PhilaMatic 
Center  (“Phila...”  from  philatelic,  and  “...matic”  from 
numismatic).  It  was  conceived  in  the  1950’s  as  a  place 
for  the  collector  rather  than  the  novice.  It  accepted 
all  stamps,  coins  and  currency  and  attempted  to  exibit 
them  all. 

Just  last  year  the  newly  redesigned  Leon  Myers 
Stamp  Center  reopened  with  a  new  focus— to  contribute  more  forcefully  the  Boys  Town’s  educational  mission.  It  accomplishes 
that  in  several  ways: 


-  Helping  interested  Boys  Town  children  pursue  stamp  collecting  as  a  hobby.  Hobbies  teach  children  how  to 
share  interests,  develop  persistence  and  patience  in  pursuing  a  goal,  and  encourage  reading  and  research 
skills; 

-  Stimulating  interest  of  all  Boys  Town  children  and  visitors  in  learning  with  colorful  displays  and  videos 
featuring  children’s  issues  and  interests.  These  help  teach  children  about  world  history,  geography,  science 
and  nature; 

-  Providing,  through  donations  to  the  Museum,  a  source  of  revenue  to  support  Boys  Town's  programs 


Admission  to  the  museum  is  free.  It  is  open  8  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.,  seven  days  a  week  except  major  holidays.

H.  Roland  Willasch 


H.  Roland  Willasch  was  bom  of  German  parents  in  1910,  in  Windhoek,  South  West  Africa,  now  known  as  Namibia. 
While  his  family  was  visiting  in  the  United  States,  preparatory  to  a  return  to  Germany,  World  War  I  broke  out.  Their 
stay  was  extended  and,  enjoying  the  life  here,  they  decided  to  remain. 

In  1935,  with  a  BA  degree  in  accounting,  Roland  went  to  work  as  an  accountant  for  a  brokerage  firm.  After  30  years 
with  them,  he  and  a  partner  formed  their  own  brokerage  house,  Millbrook  Securities,  and  operated  it  until  Roland 
retired  in  1982,  selling  his  interest  to  his  partner. 

Roland  and  Dorothy  Rufenacht  were  married  in  1938  and  had  one  son,  Robert.  Although  Roland  had  collected  coins 
for  most  of  his  life,  in  the  1960's  he  started  to  concentrate  on  Turban  Head  half  dollar  varieties.  He  became  a  member 
of  the  Bust  Nut  Club,  the  Gobrecht  Society,  and  the  John  Reich  Society.  Bust  dollars  and  the  Early  half  dollars  were 
his  next  interest,  followed  by  the  Seated  Liberty  half  dollars  and  the  Bust  half  dimes,  dimes,  and  quarters.  His  Early 
and  Turban  Head  half  dollars  and  Bust  dollars  rank  as  among  the  most  complete  collections  known. 

A  true  student  of  the  early  varieties,  Roland  attended  all 
of  the  area  coin  shows,  always  arriving  in  time  to  be  among 
the  first  admitted.  He  systematically  visited  each  table 
seeking  desireable  coins.  Knowing  well  the  characteristics 
of  the  varieties  he  wanted,  he  was  successful  at  finding 
them,  including  many  rarities.  Only  after  completing  his 
check  of  all  the  dealers  would  he  visit  and  chat.  Because 
of  his  attention  to  detail,  in  1982  Roland  discovered  the  new 
1824  dime,  JR2.  Very  few  new  varieties  have  been  found  in 
the  dime  series. 

A  most  amiable  and  modest  gentleman,  well  liked  by  all 
the  collectors  and  dealers  he  met,  his  most  outstanding  traits 
were  perhaps  his  belief  in  quality  and  his  persistence  in 
upgrading  his  collection  to  his  standards.  The  name  of 
Roland  Willasch  will  be  added  proudly  to  the  pedigree  of 
each  coin  in  his  collection.  And  among  variety  collectors 
he  will  be  especially  missed.

The  ever  present  die  crack  between  the  D  and  S  on  the  reverse  is  light,  but 
visible. 


4  1794.  Overton-105.  Rarity-5.  Very  Good  8.  Medium  gray  toning  with 

some  minor  adjustment  marks  on  Liberty  and  on  the  reverse.  Rarely 
encountered  in  any  grade,  variety  collectors  will  have  a  field  day 
picking  from  the  numerous  coins  offered  in  this  collection.  There  may 
have  been  some  repair  work  done  before  Liberty's  face,  but  little 
evidence  remains  other  than  weakness  in  the  devices.  Clean  rims  and 
surfaces  otherwise. 


2  1794.  Overton-103.  Rarity-5.  Very  Good  10.  Full  definition  on  all  of  the 

devices  save  for  some  minor  weakness  about  the  obverse  rim  adds  to 
the  appeal  of  this  rare  variety.  Medium  steel  toning  hints  of  lustre 
about  the  devices.  A  couple  of  minor  surface  marks  and  a  shallow 
scratch  partially  hidden  by  Liberty's  hair  are  visible,  but  still  far  above 
most  seen  of  this  difficult  variety. 


3  1794.  Overton-104.  Rarity-5.  Good  4.  Boldly  struck  with  complete 

device  detail  throughout.  Medium  gray  color  that  helps  to  hide  some 
minor  buffing  in  both  obverse  fields,  probably  done  to  remove  some 
shallow  marks.  Overall,  an  acceptable  coin  for  the  grade  in  spite  of  its 
minor  problems. 

The  rim  break  is  visible  at  ER  of  AMERICA  on  the  reverse,  but  no  trace  of 
the  bisecting  obverse  crack  is  present. 


5  1794.  Overton-106.  Rarity-5.  IMGC  graded  Very  Good  8.  Steel  gray 

and  original,  lovely  rims  and  surfaces.  A  rare  and  sought-after  variety, 
this  one  struck  before  the  obverse  die  cracked  (see  the  Overton  106a 
in  this  sale).  Well  struck  for  the  variety,  with  full  definition  on  the 
reverse  and  complete  rims  all  around.

6  1794.  Overton-106a.  Rarity-5.  Good  4.  Holed  and  plugged  near  the  RT 

of  LIBERTY  with  some  buffing  in  the  surrounding  area.  Light  silver  in 
color  and  well  struck  although  the  obverse  die  has  the  sharp  crack 
from  LI  to  star  10.  The  rims  and  surfaces  have  few  other  problems  and 
an  affordable  coin  for  the  variety  collector  who  likes  late  die  states.

7  1795.  Overton-102.  Rarity-4.  Very  Good  10.  Superb  surfaces  for  the 

grade  with  lovely  medium  toning.  The  obverse  grades  at  least  a  grade 
better  than  the  reverse.  All  devices  are  sharp,  so  too  are  the  dentils 
which  serve  to  frame  Robert  Scot's  now  popular  design.  Here  is  a 
perfect  type  or  variety  coin  which  is  most  difficult  to  find  in  this  grade 
with  such  fine  surfaces. 

Early  die  state  with  only  a  faint  crack  from  the  rim  to  bust.

10  1795.  Overton-105.  Rarity-3.  Very  Good  10.  Steel  gray  throughout 

with  no  evidence  of  adjustment  marks  or  other  detractions.  A  tiny 
mint-caused  lamination  can  be  seen  below  the  date,  affecting  only 
three  dentils.  Minor  roughness  on  the  planchet,  probably  from  a  gentle 
cleaning,  now  fully  recovered.  A  well  proportioned  variety. 


8  1795.  Overton-103a.  Rarity-6.  Very  Good  10.  Sharply  struck  on  the 

obverse,  including  the  stars— this  is  unusual  for  this  die  state  because 
of  the  heavy  rim  break  at  the  AM  of  AMERICA  on  the  reverse.  The 
collector  finds  magnificent  fields  that  reveal  nary  a  mark  under  a 
strong  glass,  coupled  with  undamaged  rims.  As  disciples  of  these 
Early  Half  Dollars  know,  finding  an  original,  undamaged  coin  such  as 
this  requires  many  hours  of  diligent  searching.  Don't  let  this  rare  die 
state  and  variety  pass  you  by,  it  may  be  a  long  time  before  another 
comparable  one  appears  on  the  market. 

Heavy  rim  break  above  AM  of  AMERICA  on  the  reverse.  The  obverse  too, 
has  evidence  of  die  cracks  at  the  inner  points  of  stars  13  through  15. 


1  1  1795.  Overton-106.  Rarity-5.  Very  Good  7.  Boldly  struck  from  a  very 

late  die  state.  Intact  dentils  serve  to  display  the  golden  toning  about 
the  rim  of  the  obverse,  while  the  central  devices  are  a  light  silver  in 
color.  Only  nominal  surface  marks  can  be  located  with  a  glass  and  a 
strong  light,  far  fewer  than  one  would  expect  on  a  coin  of  this  grade. 
Certainly  one  for  the  perfectionist  who  demands  premium  surfaces  for 
his  collection. 

Heavy  reverse  die  crack  from  the  wreath  below  the  A  of  STATES  through 
the  eagle's  neck,  terminating  in  the  right  wing  of  the  eagle.  This  crack  may 
be  joined  by  a  light  crack  between  the  Rl  of  AMERICA  which  appears  to  fade 
near  the  same  wing.  The  obverse  too,  has  a  minor  crack  from  the  rim  to  the 
E  of  LIBERTY,  another  through  the  inner  points  of  stars  1 3  to  15  through  the 
date  and  a  faint  crack  from  the  rim  to  bust. 


9  1795.  Overton-104.  Rarity-4.  Very  Good  8.  Light  silvery  toning  and 

boldly  struck.  A  couple  of  surface  scratches  are  present,  one  in  each 
field,  and  a  few  lesser  ones  on  Liberty's  face,  and  a  small  pit  on  the 
eagle's  breast  (likely  mint-caused).  Still  an  attractive  coin  and  one  that 
would  enhance  any  variety  collection. 


12  1795.  0verton-107a.  Rarity-6.  Very  Good  7.  Medium  gray  toning 

throughout  that  hides  a  very  faint  "X"  scratched  on  the  obverse  and 
reverse.  Here  again,  the  rims  are  remarkably  clean  for  these 
workhorses  of  our  Colonial  economy.  This  coin  is  nearly  a  grade  better, 
but  for  the  late  die  state  which  serves  to  weaken  many  of  the  eagle's 
wing  feathers.  A  fancier  of  1795  varieties  will  not  want  to  put  this  coin 
down,  as  it  deserves  a  special  place  in  a  veteran's  collection. 

Heavy  bisecting  reverse  crack  from  the  T  in  UNITED  through  the  center  of 
the  eagle's  breast  terminating  in  a  double  crack  at  the  rim  between  the  F  and 
A  in  OF  AMERICA.

Like  so  many  coins  in  this  grand  collection,  the  rims  are  without 
blemish,  attesting  to  Mr.  Willasch's  expert  eye  and  demanding 
standards.

gold  toning  about  the  periphery.  Boldly  struck  with  full  dentils  and 
devices  on  both  sides.  The  R  of  AMERICA  is  sharply  recut,  the 
engraver  first  placed  this  letter  so  that  it  would  be  firmly  attached  to 
the  right  wing  of  the  eagle,  noticed  his  error,  and  recut  the  letter 
further  to  the  right.  A  charming  coin  for  the  variety  hound. 


26  1795.  Small  Head.  Overton-126.  Rarity-2.  Good  4.  Some  initials  have 

been  lightly  etched  on  Liberty's  head  and  the  results  have  been 
lessened  by  a  gentle  buffing.  Some  irregular  toning  further  reduces  the 
damage.  Well  struck  and  popular  as  this  new  style  head  punch 
modified  the  existing  rendition  of  Liberty.  Certain  to  attract  specialists 
who  need  this  sought-after  variety. 


22  1795.  Overton-121a.  Rarity-6.  Very  Good  8.  Dark  gray  toning  on  the 

obverse  and  reverse  with  the  sharp  obverse  die  crack  visible  from  the 
rim  between  the  95  of  date  to  Liberty's  bust.  Sharply  struck  and 
pleasing,  the  clean  rims  and  fields  belie  the  grade.  Again,  nearly 
perfect  for  the  grade,  and  a  rare  die  state  to  boot.

EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  1829  SPECIMEN  PRESENTATION  STRIKE 


324  1829.  Overton-112.  Rarity-1.  Specimen  Presentation  Strike 

Mint  State  65.  Without  question,  this  specimen  received 
special  care  prior  to  striking  with  polished  dies.  The  fields  have 
nearly  full  Proof  reflectiveness  except  near  the  devices  where 
the  mint  frost  seems  to  spill  over  into  the  fields.  This  unusual 
situation  is  most  evident  behind  Liberty's  head  where  the  frost 
continues  into  the  field  in  a  straight  line  down  from  the  back 
of  the  cap  to  the  lower  curls.  The  reverse  is  boldly  struck 
except  for  around  the  denomination  which  is  always  weakly 
struck  on  this  variety.  Perhaps  the  dies  did  not  quite  align 
properly  or  were  lapped  severely  in  preparation  of  this 
specimen  striking  weakening  this  area  of  the  reverse.  There  is 
a  minor  planchet  flake  in  the  field  below  the  U  of  UNUM  which 
can  be  used  to  identify  this  specimen. 

Not  only  is  this  coin  exceedingly  rare  as  a  presentation  piece, 
but  it  is  further  enhanced  by  nearly  perfect  fields  and  devices. 
It  is  clear  this  coin  has  seen  tender  loving  care  since  the  day 
of  its  striking.  Walter  Breen,  researcher  extraordinaire, 
mentions  Overton-112  as  being  known  in  Proof,  therefore  this 
specimen  represents  yet  another  coin  to  add  to  the  small 
number  of  confirmed  pieces  in  existence. 

All  such  special  strikings  are  extremely  rare.  They  were 
created  by  the  Mint  for  occasions  now  forgotten,  perhaps  to 
be  given  out  to  visiting  dignitaries  or  other  important  persons. 
Whatever  their  heritage,  here  is  a  remarkable  coin,  a  coin  with 
vibrant  original  prooflike  surfaces  and  deeply  frosted  devices, 
a  coin  for  the  numismatic  connoisseur,  a  prime  opportunity  for 
the  shrewd  collector  or  investor.

While  most  dies  cracked  after  a  few  thousand  strikes,  or  in  some 
cases  even  sooner,  this  combination  of  dies  lasted  long  enough  to  strike  tens 
of  thousands  of  coins.  As  the  obverse  die  wore,  it  was  eventually  lapped 
removing  most  of  the  engraver's  scratch  and  reducing  the  obverse  stars  (See 
our  1975  ANA  Sale,  Lot  795). 


444  1795.  Bolender-6a.  Rarity-4.  Very  Fine  30.  Splendid  "old  cabinet" 

toning  throughout  atop  immaculate  surfaces  and  devices.  The  reverse 
has  some  very  minor  adjustment  marks.  Boldly  impressed,  so  much  so 
that  most  of  the  eagle's  wing  feathers  show  complete  definition  along 
with  a  few  on  the  neck  and  thigh.  Again,  all  is  framed  by  remarkably 
clean  rims.  A  scarce  variety  and  popular  as  a  more  aesthetic  three  leaf 
variety  than  the  common  Bolender-5. 

A  few  years  ago,  Jules  Reiver,  noted  authority  on  Bust  Dollars,  noticed  a 
strange  change  on  Bolender-6  coins.  The  obverse  and  reverse  die  were 
lapped  after  a  few  were  struck,  then  the  R  of  LIBERTY  was  lengthened  and 
another  leaf  was  added  to  the  cluster  below  the  first  S  of  STATES.  This 
became  the  Bolender-6a  die  state,  like  the  coin  offered  here.

But,  the  usual  weak  strike  on  the  upper 
strands  of  Liberty's  hair  drag  down  the  overall  grade.  The  reverse  is  at 
least  a  grade  better,  with  no  wear  on  the  eagle's  wing  feathers,  only 
a  bit  on  the  breast.

with  faint  cleaning  lines  atop  the  surfaces.  Very  well  centered 
and  only  a  few  marks,  a  couple  below  Liberty's  eye  and 
another  on  the  eagle's  neck,  will  help  to  identify  this  coin.  A 
faint  die  line  is  visible  on  all  examples  of  this  variety  before  the 
first  A  of  AMERICA  (the  IAMERICA  variety?).  This  variety  was 
once  thought  to  be  quite  rare:  however,  four  different  coins 
have  turned  up  in  the  last  five  years  (see  below).  This  one  is 
the  most  famous,  being  plated  obverse  and  reverse  in 
Bolender's  The  United  States  Early  Silver  Dollars  1794-1803 
and  having  an  illustrious  pedigree.

This  coin  has 
acquired  alluring  gold  and  blue  toning  which  serves  to  highlight 
each  device,  producing  a  cameo  effect.  Mark-free  surfaces  are 
the  rule,  as  one  would  expect  on  a  coin  of  this  grade.  Although 
this  variety  and  date  are  found  in  high  grade,  few  can  compare 
with  the  exceptional  color  and  strike  that  combine  to  set  this 
coin  a  country-mile  ahead  of  the  competition.  As  a  type  coin, 
a  collector  with  unlimited  funds  can  find  a  Mint  State  example, 
but  for  the  collector  who  wants  quality  without  parting  with 
next  years  wages,  this  coin  will  satisfy  the  connoisseur.  A 
couple  of  adjustment  marks  are  visible  near  the  rims  on  the 
reverse,  but  these  do  not  detract.

An  excellent  coin  for  a  variety  or 
type  collector. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  reverse  die  wss  used  to  strike  1795  B-14, 
1796  B-1,  B-2  and  B-3  (if  it  exists),  1797  B-2  and  1798  B-2  Silver  Dollars. 
Yes,  over  four  years  this  workhorse  continued  to  be  pulled  off  the  shelf,  put 
to  work  until,  finally,  the  design  changed.  Amazingly,  it  never  cracked. 
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retoned  from  a  minor  cleaning.  Superb  surfaces  and  rims,  the  often 
seen  adjustment  marks  nowhere  to  be  found.  A  splendid  example  of 
the  Small  Date,  Small  Letters  type.  Rarely  encountered  any  better,  this 
one  about  equal  to  our  1975  ANA  Sale  and  1973  Gilhousen  coins.

No  Mint  State  coins  have  been  graded  by  the  two  major  services.  NGC 
has  not  even  graded  any  About  Uncirculated!  This  coin  was  harshly 
graded  by  NGC,  we  feel  that  it  could  easily  grade  higher  as  there  is 
only  a  touch  of  wear  on  Liberty's  upper  curls  and  the  breast  feathers 
of  the  eagle.  As  it  stands,  NGC  has  only  awarded  5  coins  (including 
this  coin)  the  Extremely  Fine  grade,  this  coin  being  a  recent  submittal 
and  not  yet  in  their  population  report.

The 
prospective  purchaser  will  want  to  view  this  coin  in  order  to 
render  your  own  opinion  as  this  variety  always  is  found  weakly 
struck  on  the  reverse.  This  coin  has  long  been  known  as  a 
foremost  rarity  in  collecting  circles  and  has  long  been  listed  as 
a  major  type  in  the  Redbook.  Assuredly  well  up  in  the 
Condition  Census  for  the  variety.  Examination  in  a  strong  light 
reveals  numerous  tiny  contact  marks  seen  on  most  early  silver 
from  this  era  and  some  planchet  roughness.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  this  reverse  die  was  used  to  strike  Silver  Dollars  from 
1795  through  1798.  Years  of  research  reveal  that  this  variety 
is  not  as  rare  as  once  believed,  but  still  scarce  and  sought-after 
by  a  broad  range  of  collectors.

The  rims,  devices  and  fields  are 
without  a  significant  flaw,  attesting  to  Mr.  Willasch's  demanding 
standards.  The  reverse  stars  are  very  weak,  owing  to  die  failure  and 
not  wear.  A  significant  variety  and  enhanced  by  the  late  die  state. 

Minor  obverse  cracks,  one  between  the  79,  another  from  rim  to  lower  curl, 
branching  to  the  first  star  into  the  field,  another  branching  from  the  rim  below 
the  last  star,  one  side  curving  into  Liberty's  breasts,  another  up  through  the 
last  four  stars  into  field.

Struck  from  the  latest  die  state  known,  in  fact,  a  heavy  cud 
has  formed  below  the  first  star  to  the  area  below  the  curl. 
Doubtless  one  of  the  last  few  struck  as  the  mint  workers  were 
pretty  careful  about  allowing  heavily  damaged  dies  to  continue 
to  strike  Bust  Dollars.  The  fields  show  faint  evidence  of 
cleaning,  but  have  fully  toned  over.  Only  a  touch  of  rub  on  the 
highpoints  and  minor  handling  marks  in  the  fields  keep  this 
from  a  Mint  State  grade.  The  only  identifying  marks  are  a  tiny 
pin  prick  below  the  T  of  LIBERTY  and  a  minor  rim  bump  just 
past  the  D  of  UNITED  on  the  reverse.

destined  for  another  great  assemblage  of  Bust  Dollar  varieties. 

This  die  pairing  was  used  to  produce  a  meager  number  of  coins, 
at  first,  the  obverse  die  was  perfect,  then  POP,  the  obverse  die 
cracked  from  the  rim  below  the  first  star  to  the  9  of  date,  a  few  more 
were  struck  as  the  crack  enlarged  and  separated  the  lower  section 
of  the  die,  finally,  on  the  die  state  of  this  coin,  a  large  section  had 
pulled  away  from  the  die,  or  was  pushed  up  so  high  that  no  trace 
of  the  die  can  be  seen  below  the  first  star  to  the  corner  of  the  lowest 
curl,  creating  a  large  cud. 

After  checking  around,  the  pedigree  is  still  unknown,  as 
this  is  not  the  F.C.C.  Boyd  (W.G.C.),  1949  ANA,  Spies, 
Bolender,  Ostheimer  or  Blevins  coin.

515  1798.  Bolender-32.  Rarity-5.  Fine  12.  One  of  the  six  new  varieties 

rooted  up  by  die  variety  collectors  since  the  1950  publishing  date  of 
Bolender's  The  United  States  Early  Silver  Dollars  from  1794  to  1803. 
This  variety,  along  with  the  next  lot,  are  the  only  two  new  varieties 
that  have  been  offered  in  the  past  decade,  dropping  to  a  collectible 
status  as  the  known  population  soared  past  3  known  to  half  a  dozen 
to  perhaps  40  likely  to  exist  in  all  grades.  This  die  pairing  of  the 
Bolender-1  obverse  and  Bolender-4  reverse  lasted  a  very  short  time. 
The  obverse  die  bulged  and  buckled  from  the  sixth  star  to  the  L  of 
LIBERTY  obliterating  those  devices.  The  planchets  of  this  variety 
always  appear  to  be  out  of  round,  rather  oval  in  shape.  Careful  analysis 
disproves  the  appearance,  which  is  the  result  of  short  dentils  below 
the  bust,  larger  dentils  elsewhere.  The  reverse  die  is  always  misaligned 
with  the  obverse  so  the  right  side  dentils  are  weak.  Talk  about  a  bad 
marriage,  these  dies  were  soon  separated  before  any  more  inferior 
children  were  produced.  A  few  minor  surface  scratches  on  the 
obverse,  as  well  as  one  under  the  left  wing  of  eagle  on  the  reverse 
serve  to  identify  this  coin.  Always  in  great  demand  by  variety 
collectors,  the  handful  known  are  all  close  to  this  in  grade  with 
perhaps  one  or  two  grading  a  notch  or  two  higher.  If  you  are  starting 
a  variety  set,  and  desire  to  purchase  some  of  the  rare  ones,  don't  let 
this  one  get  away,  for  who  knows  how  long  it  will  be  until  another 
pops  up?

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544  1799.  Bolender-16b.  Rarity-6.  Fine  15.  Smoky  gold  toning  enhances 

the  surfaces  of  the  very  late  die  state  coin.  Well  struck  from  the 
shattered  obverse  die  with  all  devices  complete.  Pronounced 
mounding  is  visible  on  the  obverse.  An  aspiring  artist  etched  his  trade 
below  the  AM  of  AMERICA  and  on  the  last  two  stars  of  the  obverse, 
but  a  glass  is  needed  to  locate  these  hidden  marks.  A  single  rim  bruise 
at  the  T  of  UNITED. 

The  obverse  die  has  shattered,  multiple  cracks  meander  about,  weakening 
some  areas  while  leaving  others  sharp.  Both  dies  show  sharp  and  multiple 
clash  marks.  Although  Bolender  knew  of  only  one  specimen  of  this  die  state. 
Stack's  1974  sale  of  the  Spies  Collection  had  three  coins  as  did  our  1975 
ANA  Sale.  Still  rare  and  interesting  as  such  a  late  die  state.  A  final  minor 
memo,  Bolender  often  refers  to  "suction  marks",  which  today  are  known  as 
clash  marks  (dies  striking  together  without  a  planchet  and  impressing  the 
devices  into  the  opposing  die).  Often  Bust  Dollars  have  clash  marks  visible 
at  the  BER  of  LIBERTY  from  the  eagle's  tail  feathers,  through  OF  on  the 
reverse,  clashed  from  the  drapery  lines  of  Liberty  etc.  etc  ...  By  comparing 
"die  breaks"  with  the  opposite  die  you  will  often  find  the  cause  to  be  clash 
marks. 


545  1799.  Bolender-17a.  Rarity-4.  Very  Fine  30.  Faint  lustre  adheres  in  the 

fields  protected  by  the  devices.  Gently  cleaned  with  minute  lines 
visible  in  a  strong  light.  Nevertheless,  the  devices  are  sharply  struck, 
and  on  the  reverse  the  engraving  is  especially  sharp  making  the  shield, 
stars  and  eagle  unusually  bold.

Rare  early  die  state  without  the 
heavy  die  break  from  the  rim  to  D  of  UNITED  to  the  left  wing  of  eagle. 

This  early  die  state  was  not  discovered  until  after  Bolender  wrote  his  book 
on  Early  Dollars,  since  that  time  3  or  4  have  turned  up  in  collector's  hands, 
doubtless  more  exist  in  type  or  date  sets.  The  late  die  state  with  the  reverse 
break  is  rare,  but  more  often  found  than  this  early  state.

Actually,  this  coin  should 
grade  higher,  but  because  of  the  complete  failure  of  the  reverse  die, 
the  obverse  always  is  found  poorly  struck,  normally  a  full  grade  below 
the  reverse.  Gunmetal  gray  fields  offset  the  lighter  devices.  The 
reverse  die  exhibits  the  sharp  horizontal  die  break.  A  superior  example 
of  this  popular  variety  because  of  its  superb  surfaces  and  clean  rims. 

The  reverse  die  break  is  so  severe  that  the  die  had  broken  into  two  different 
planes,  the  upper  half  striking  the  coin  with  more  force  (i.e.  appears  to  be  a 
higher  grade)  and  the  lower  half  being  weaker. 

A  great  rarity  deflation  occurred  on  this  variety  a  year  ago,  for  years 
collectors  believed  Mr.  Bolender's  estimate  of  Rarity-6,  which 
translated  into  13  to  30  pieces  known.  However,  all  the  variety 
collectors  seemed  to  have  at  least  one  example,  implying  that  the 
Rarity-6  rating  may  be  optimistic.  Jules  Reiver,  based  on  his  research, 
estimated  that  Rarity-3  was  more  in  keeping  with  the  numbers 
available.  Then,  the  1989  ANA  Sale  dumped  27  of  this  variety  on  the 
market,  suggesting  that  the  Rarity-3  rating  was  probably  more 
accurate.  A  collector  had  hoarded  this  variety  for  many  years  which 
contributed  to  the  enhanced  rarity  ratings  repeated  over  many  years

surfaces  enhance  this  popular  variety.  Pitty  the  poor  engraver  who 
placed  the  left  stars  too  close  together  and  ended  up  with  eight  on  one 
side  rather  than  the  proper  seven  stars.  Noticing  his  error,  he  then 
engraved  only  five  on  the  right  side,  giving  the  obverse  a  most 
unbalanced  appearance.  Choice  surfaces  with  light  toning.  Desirable 
as  a  Redbook  variety  and  needed  by  variety,  type  and  date  collectors 
alike.

The  provenance  of  this  particular  coin  is  yet  to  be  discovered,  or 
perhaps  Mr.  Willasch  purchased  it  unattributed.  It  may  have  been  from 
Stack's  Spies  Collection,  Lot  176,  but  it  was  not  plated  so  a 
determination  can  not  be  made.  A  pair  of  About  Uncirculated 
examples  exist  of  this  variety  along  with  a  handful  of  others  in  lower 
grades,  but  long  time  variety  collectors  know  how  infrequently  this  die 
marriage  turns  up.

obverse,  more  even  steel  on  the  reverse.  Close  examination  finds  some 
minor  cleaning  lines,  but  these  have  begun  to  tone  over.  A  rim  bruise 
below  the  date  and  some  minor  adjustment  marks  on  the  right  wing 
of  the  eagle  and  lower  right  cloud  are  the  only  detractions.  An 
important  variety  that  is  probably  underrated  as  Mr.  Blevins  never 
obtained  one  for  his  extensive  collection.

A  single  hidden 
mark  on  the  I  of  LIBERTY  and  a  minute  rim  bump  at  the  right  wing  tip 
are  the  identifying  characteristics  of  this  scarce  variety.

A 
very  late  die  state  on  the  reverse  with  multiple  cracks  through 
AMERICA  and  the  eagle's  wings.  As  an  understandable  result,  the 
base  of  the  right  wing  on  the  eagle  is  flat.

Struck  from  the  same  reverse  die  as  the  Bolender-19 
die  pairing.  Bolender  states  that  it  took  him  35  years  to  find  this 
variety  for  his  collection,  and  awarded  it  a  Rarity-7  rating.  Jules 
Reiver's  research  has  determined  it  to  be  very  common  and  reduced 
it  to  Rarity-1.  Why  the  disparity?  Close  scrutiny  of  the  obverses  finds 
great  similarity,  the  primary  difference  being  a  small  die  line  below  the 
first  star  on  the  Bolender-19  variety.

Well  struck  and  most 
presentable.

As  with  most  seen  of  this  variety,  the  upper  hair  curls  of  Liberty  tend  to 
be  weak,  often  giving  a  higher  grade  coin  the  appearance  of  Very  Fine  or  so. 
One  of  the  great  grading  problems  involves  coins  which,  like  this  one,  are 
struck  from  damaged  or  otherwise  imperfect  dies.  For  example,  the  1807

Several  rim  dents  and  a  small  pit  at  the  end 
of  one  of  Liberty's  hair  strands.  Also,  some  initials  pin  scratched  in  the 
right  obverse  field,  though,  no  doubt,  PCGS  has  taken  these  into 
consideration  in  arriving  at  their  grade.  For  if  anything  the  coin  is 
sharper  than  its  grade  would  suggest:  sharper  hair  on  Liberty  then 
usually  seen,  and  extra  bold  detail  on  the  wreath.

653  1793.  Wreath.  ANACS  photo  certified  Very  Good  8/8.  Corroded. 

Being  more  conservative,  we  feel  this  coin  should  be  graded  About 
Good  3.  Dark  black  surfaces  with  some  vestiges  of  copper  showing 
through.  An  affordable  type  coin. 
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1794.  Sheldon-44.  Rarity-1.  Sharpness  of  Extremely  Fine  40  but 

overall  Fine  12  because  of  light  marks  and  areas  of  pitting  on  both 
sides.  Still  quite  pleasing  overall,  nice  color  and  well  struck.  A  common 
variety  and  typical  of  the  type. 


656  1794.  Sheldon-31.  Rarity-2.  ANACS  photo  certified  Very  Fine  20/20. 

Actually  closer  to  Fine  12  because  of  the  rough  surfaces.  A  few  minor 
pin  scratches  can  be  seen  with  a  glass  (including  "1840”  faintly 
etched  in  the  right  obverse  field)  and  a  few  areas  of  unimportant 
porosity.  Darker  fields  with  medium  tan  devices,  still  quite  acceptable 
for  the  variety. 


657  1794.  Sheldon-49.  Rarity-2.  ANACS  photo  certified  Very  Fine  20/20. 

Minor  porosity  here  and  there,  in  general  though,  better  than  most 
seen.  A  mark  on  Liberty's  chin  looks  like  and  inverted  comma,  no  other 
marks  warrant  description.  Struck  from  "the  tough  old  lady  of  the  big 
cents"  reverse  die,  which  outlasted  six  husband  obverses,  after  all 
that,  not  a  crack  to  be  found  on  her  fields.  Weak  dentils  about  the 
reverse,  exposing  the  tops  of  the  letters  STATES  OF  to  some  wear. 
Still,  a  definitive  coin  which  should  please  the  specialist. 


654  1794.  Sheldon-65.  Rarity-1.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Dark  brown  toning 

and  boldly  struck.  This  is  the  Shielded  Hair  variety  because  the 
engraver  deeply  cut  the  left  dentils  and  the  coiner  misaligned  the 
obverse  die  so  that  the  dentils  on  the  left  were  boldly  impressed  on 
all  coins  struck,  shielding  the  hair  from  wear  in  circulation.  Struck  on 
a  slightly  rough  planchet,  but  only  to  the  aided  eye.  Otherwise 
splendid  surfaces,  no  significant  abrasions  or  rim  marks.  One  for  the 
type  or  variety  collector  who  demands  a  quality  coin  to  represent  this 
die  style.

658  1794.  Sheldon-65.  Rarity-1.  Fine  12.  Medium  brown  surfaces  and 
choice  except  for  a  few  minor  rim  marks  visible  on  the  obverse.  Well 
struck  and  pleasing,  this  would  make  a  grand  addition  to  a  high  grade 
type  set. 

659  1794.  Sheldon-57.  Rarity-1.  Very  Good-8.  Medium  brown  with  only 
faint  roughness  in  the  fields.  Well  struck,  although  wear  has  taken  its 
toll  on  the  delicate  engraving.  No  rim  marks  or  other  detractions,  and 
this  would  make  an  excellent  selection  for  a  type  set. 

660  1794.  Sheldon-23.  Rarity-5.  Good  6.  Sharper  on  the  obverse  than  the 
reverse,  as  often  seen,  with  the  words  ONE  CENT  obliterated. 
Nevertheless  the  surfaces  are  quite  pleasing  (light  brown  color)  and 
show  fewer  marks  than  the  grade  would  suggest.  The  obverse  is 
especially  nice. 

661  1794.  Sheldon-67  (?).  Rarity-2.  Fair  2.  Cleaned  and  corroded 
throughout,  although  much  of  the  detail  is  still  discernabla  Some 
green  corrosion  remains  pitting  the  surfaces.  A  coin  for  the  copper 
addict. 
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662  1795.  Plain  Edge.  Sheldon-76b.  Rarity-1.  PCGS  graded  About 
Uncirculated  50.  Lovely  brick  red  patina  on  the  obverse  atop  chocolate 
brown  surfaces.  Similar  on  the  reverse  although  a  few  quadrants  of 
minor  porosity  can  be  seen  as  well  as  a  minute  speck  of  green  on  the 
N  of  UNITED. 

A  common  coin  struck  during  a  period  of  rapid  inflation  in  the  price  of  copper. 

In  fact,  the  standard"  of  1792  for  a  cent  worth  of  copper  was  established 
at  286  grains,  but  1793  it  had  been  reduced  to  208  grains,  then  in  1795  a 
further  reduction  to  168  grains.  The  Mint  did  its  best  to  hide  this  fact  by 
producing  large  numbers  of  this  variety  in  early  1796,  still  dated  1795,  in 
order  to  confuse  public.  Today,  we  have  continued  on  this  road  of  folly, 
Lincoln  Cents  are  now  99.2  percent  zinc,  .8  percent  copper. 

663  1795.  Sheldon-76b.  Rarity-1.  Good  5.  Here  is  one  of  the  most 
common  Capped  Bust  Large  Cents.  Struck  on  a  good  planchet  with 
no  marks  save  for  some  minor  ones  on  the  reverse  rim.  All  devices 
clear.  Early  affordability  in  United  States  coinage  such  as  this  is  hard 
to  find. 


664  1796.  Liberty  Cap.  Sheldon-87.  Rarity-3.  Fine  12.  Dark  brown  and 

smooth  on  the  obverse,  the  reverse  with  a  greenish  patina  about  the 
periphery  outside  the  wreath.  Mark  free  and  delightful  for  the  grade, 
collectors  come  out  of  the  woodwork  when  a  nice  Liberty  Cap  like  this 
appears  on  the  market.  All  devices  sharp.  Struck  under  primitive 
conditions  and  loaded  with  charm. 


1798.  1798,  8  over  7.  Sheldon-151.  Rarity-4.  About  Good  3.  Light 
brown  and  pleasing  for  such  a  low  grade.  Boldly  struck  at  the  date, 
with  the  overdate  sharp.  Would  probably  grade  better  were  it  not  for 
the  multiple  cracks  on  the  reverse  and  die  swelling  on  the  obverse. 
Really  a  handsome  coin  for  the  grade. 

Very  late  die  state,  the  obverse  swollen  and  the  reverse  with  extensive 
cracks  which  obliterate  about  one-half  of  the  devices. 


LOVELY  BROCKAGE  1800  LARGE  CENT 


668  1800.  Full  obverse  brockage  on  the  reverse.  Fine-15.  This  appears  to 

be  the  obverse  die  used  to  produce  Sheldon-205.  Medium  brown  color 
with  a  single  mark  hidden  in  Liberty's  drapery  lines  and  a  lump  in  the 
field  of  the  reverse.  The  lump  is  probably  mint-caused.  All  devices  of 
the  brockage  are  sharply  impressed  into  the  planchet,  LIBERTY,  the 
date  and  all  of  the  Liberty's  curls  are  bold.  A  grand  example  of  these 
sought-after  errors,  being  even  more  desirable  for  the  interesting  date 
and  the  overall  quality  of  the  strike  and  surfaces.  Collectors  know  how 
rare  high  grades  errors  are  from  this  early  period  of  the  mint,  they  only 
are  found  in  specialists  collections  and  any  offering  is  a  significant 
event. 

Struck  from  clashed  dies  with  marks  visible  around  Liberty.

1798.  Sheldon-176.  Rarity-5.  Fine  12.  Nice  olive  brown  with  no 
serious  problems.  Mottled  toning  serves  to  highlight  the  devices.  This 
obverse  die  broke  early,  with  a  crack  rising  from  the  rim  near  bust 
vertically  into  the  field.  This  terminated  the  use  of  this  die  rather 
quickly,  creating  a  tough  variety  to  find.  The  surfaces  are  quite  clean 
save  for  some  dark  areas  in  the  fields.

shifting  seen  about  all  devices  near  the  periphery,  also  notable  at  the 
dentils.  Excellent  planchet  and  problem-free  surfaces.  Struck  from 
badly  swollen  and  clashed  dies  which  make  a  significant  portion  of  the 
reverse  devices  illegible.  Still,  a  scarce  variety  and  early  mint  error.

colors:  light  tan  on  the  obverse,  deeper  red  and  gold  on  the  reverse. 

A  stunning 
coin,  although  a  common  variety,  certain  to  always  attract  spirited 
bidding.

The  fields  are  immaculate  and  the  devices  are 
outstanding.  Just  the  ticket  for  a  collector  needing  an  attractive 
Uncirculated  Draped  Bust  for  his  set.

issue,  this  one,  too,  having  a  sharp  strike. 


1  361  1863-S.  Mint  State  63+.  Excellent  lustre  with  an  area  of  gray  toning 

on  the  obverse.  Important  Civil  War  issue. 


1  362  1863-S.  Mint  State  63.  Subdued  mint  lustre  and  attractive  toning 

combine  to  give  this  Half  Dime  a  fresh  look.  Moreover,  it  has  a  low 
mintage:  120,000. 


1  363  1864.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A  boldly  struck  example  with  irregular  smoky 

lilac  and  blue  toning.  The  devices  are,  as  noted,  razor-sharp,  while  the 
fields  surrounding  them  are  free  from  blemishes.

Interesting  as  the  sixteen  star 
obverse,  the  extra  stars  added  as  new  states  joined  the  fledgling 
Union.  By  mid-1797  it  was  clear  that  there  was  not  enough  room  on 
the  dies  to  keep  adding  stars,  hence  the  return  to  the  original  13.  An 
important  type  coin  and  still  quite  acceptable  in  spite  of  its  minor 
problem.

1872.  Double  Die  obverse.  ANACS  photo  certificate  graded  Good  4/4. 

Listed  in  Breen's  new  extensive  Encyclopedia  and  noted  as  being  one 
of  but  4  known.  An  extreme  rarity  in  any  grade.  This  coin  has  some 
central  obverse  dents  as  well  as  a  few  other  scattered  marks.  It  may 
have  been  used  as  a  button  in  the  distant  past  before  its  significance 
was  discovered.

Retoned  on  the  obverse  to  a  dark  blue  and  russet,  the 
reverse  more  golden  with  peripheral  blue. 

1821.  JR-7.  Rarity-2.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Silvery 
gray  with  lustre  in  the  fields,  just  a  hint  of  wear  on  the  highpoints. 
Light  toning  on  the  reverse. 


1824,  4  over  2.  JR-1.  Rarity-3.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Boldly  struck  from 
an  early  die  state  with  only  a  few  hints  of  weakness  in  the  central 
curls.

Not  a  rare  variety,  but  nice  to  find  in  such 
collectible  high  grade. 


1399  1830.  JR-2.  Rarity-1.  Mint  State  60.  Well  struck  and  delightfully 

frosty.  A  few  minor  contact  marks  from  a  higher,  and  much  more 
expensive,  grade.  A  common  variety,  even  in  this  grade,  but  for  what 
it  is,  it  should  please  any  bidder.

and  multicolored  toning  on  the  obverse,  the  reverse  a  silvery  gray  with 
gold  about  the  devices.  Sharply  struck  and  still  very  nice.  Excellent 
surfaces  with  no  significant  other  problems. 

407  1836.  JR-1.  Rarity-3.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Glowing  lustre  at  the 
centers  with  a  lovely  russet  hue  in  the  devices.  Well  struck  on  all  but 
the  outer  rims,  which  exhibit  some  die  state  weakness.

A  Seated  Dime  from  the  end 
of  each  of  three  decades  (including  the  scarce  1879).  Lot  of  3  coins. 

A  very  scarce  coin  that  shows  subdued  but 
blemish-free  lustre  and  a  nice  strike  on  Liberty.  There  are  few 
Uncirculated  San  Francisco  Mint  Dimes  from  this  period  available,  and 
when  one  appears  it  usually  takes  center  stage  in  an  auction.

Silvery  white 
lustre  with  a  blush  of  toning  says  it  all:  freshness,  originality, 
sparkle,  dazzle.  For  it  is  this  coin's  incredible  dazzle  that 
catches  your  eye. 

Why  are  there  so  few  honest-to-goodness  Brilliant  Uncirculated 
1942,  2  over  1  Dimes?  No  one  knows  for  certain,  but  it  seems  that 
the  error  feature  escaped  notice  until  the  majority  of  pieces  had 
made  it  into  circulation.  There  has  never  been  a  hint  of  an  original 
roll  of  these.  So  probably  like  their  1955  Double  Die  Cent 
counterparts,  the  1942,  2  over  1  Dimes  were  intermixed  in  bags 
before  being  sent  along  to  the  various  distribution  centers.  Once 
arrived  they  were  willy  nilly  put  up  in  rolls  with  nondescript  1942 
Dimes.  There  may  never  have  been  two  of  them  in  one  roll,  in  fact. 

So  it  is  only  by  merest  luck  that  a  superb  specimen  like  the  present 
coin  escaped  the  ravages  of  time;  escaped  with  its  virgin  beauty 
intact;  and  even  escaped  the  mad  dippers  of  the  1970's  Coin 
Dipping  Era.

1623  1875.  Mint  State  65.  Light  original  toning  over  magnificent  surfaces. 

And  because  Liberty's  form  is  more  highly  frosted  than  the 
surrounding  fields  (which  are,  themselves,  half-satiny  and  half¬ 
prooflike),  she  stands  out  against  these  surrounding  fields  like  a  tall 
tree  stands  out  against  an  open  prairie.  And  what  a  trim  figure  she 
makes,  too.  For  there  is  nary  a  mark  on  her  well  struck  body  to  detract 
the  eye;  nor  are  there  any  marks  in  the  field  around  her  to  take  away 
from  the  coin's  magnificent  aura  of  freshness.  In  a  word,  then:

this  scarce  Twenty  Cent  issue.  There  is  a  toning  spot  in  the  center 
obverse.  Other  than  this  the  fields  are  pleasing  and  original  and  the 
strike  is  as  bold  as  that  seen  on  many  Proofs.  Only  39,700  struck. 


1625  1875.  Mint  State  63.  Medium  gray  and  blue  toning  throughout  with 

very  original  surfaces.  Clean  save  for  the  tiniest  contact  marks,  a 
stunning  and  desirable  type  coin.  Prooflike  in  the  fields  and  well 
struck. 


1626  1875-CC.  Mint  State  64.  Natural  toning  over  frosty  surfaces  on  this 

well  struck,  well  preserved  Twenty  Cent  Piece.  The  eagle  shows 
exceptional  wing  detail  for  an  1875-CC,  as  does  Liberty. 


1627  1875-CC.  Mint  State  63.  Sea  green  and  russet  toning  about  the 

obverse  and  reverse.  A  touch  weakly  struck  on  the  eagle,  as  is  the 
norm  for  Carson  City.  Tough  to  find  so  original  and  with  so  much  eye 
appeal.  Really  a  "fresh"  coin  and  certain  to  attract  bidding  action.

1  630  1875-S.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Quite  unlike  a  normal  business  strike  in 

appearance,  and  clearly  a  Branch  Mint  Proof.  The  coin  is  fully  struck 
and  offers  the  observer  deep  mirror  fields,  a  square  edge  with  knife 
rims,  and  a  brilliant  finish  to  the  plain  edge  (a  diagnostic).  Best  of  all, 
it  satisfies  the  Proof  criteria  laid  out  in  Walter  Breen's  monumental 
Encyclopedia.  In  terms  of  preservation,  it  is  far  nicer  than  nearly  all  of 
the  others  we  have  seen  (though  the  toning  is  probably  from 
recoloring).  Nevertheless,  the  surfaces  are  virtually  free  from  marks  or 
abrasions  and  show  relatively  few  hairlines. 

As  a  Proof,  1875-S  is  extremely  rare.  Only  12  were  struck  to  mark  the  first 
minting  of  this  denomination  at  San  Francisco  Mint,  and  today  only  6  or  7 
are  traceable  (the  others  of  which  are  circulated,  impaired  or  have  little 
problems  to  one  degree  or  another).

1632  1875-S.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Fully  brilliant,  with  just  a  hint  of 

toning  starting  to  form.  The  strike  is  above-average  for  the  date,  while 
contact  marks  are  few  and  insignificant.  Excellent  for  a  type  set.

1636  1877.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Smoky  lilac  and  blue  toning,  below 

which  are  seen  true  Proof  surfaces,  Proof  surfaces  with  that 
''watery''  look  characteristic  of  uncleaned  Proofs,  a  look  seen 
only  with  coins  that  have  retained  their  originality  by  being 
kept  away  from  the  elements  and  away  from  mishandling.  But 
best  of  all,  because  this  is  an  1877  it  has  the  honor  of  being 
the  second  rarest  Twenty  Cent  Piece  (after  the  legendary 
1876-CC).  There  were  only  510  struck.  Only  510  Proof  sets 
were  sold  to  collectors  that  year,  a  year  which  saw  American 
business  gasping  for  air  during  one  of  our  all-too-frequent 
credit  squeezes  of  that  era.  Collectors  could  not  afford  to  buy 
more.  Therefore,  today,  collectors  have  to  vie  with  one  another 
over  the  few  Gem  Proofs  remaining;  Gem  Proofs  like  that 
offered  here.

1638  1878.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A  boldly  struck  example  of  this  last  year  of 

issue  for  the  Twenty  Cent  Piece.  The  devices  are  nicely  frosted.  These, 
against  the  deep  mirror  field,  give  a  cameo  effect  to  the  coin.  The 
fields,  while  lightly  hairlined,  are  still  highly  reflective,  so  overall  the 
coin  is  well  above-average.  Proof  mintage  this  year:  600.

1639  1796.  Browning-2.  Rarity-5.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35. 

Sharply  struck  revealing  all  the  intricate  die  work  intended  by 
the  engraver.  Nearly  impossible  to  find  in  this  grade,  often  seen 
either  in  or  near  Mint  State  or  a  holed  and  plugged  About  Good 
seem  to  be  all  the  market  has  had  to  offer  the  past  decade.  But 
wait,  here  is  a  perfect,  original,  not  altered  or  repaired  Very 
Fine  35.  Where  did  this  come  from?  Obviously  from  a 
collector's  holdings,  now  to  be  sold  to  a  new  collector  where 
it  will  probably  disappear  from  the  market  for  a  few  more 
decades.  The  Mint  was  busy  striking  Large  Cents,  Dimes 
(another  new  denomination).  Silver  Dollars,  and  a  variety  of 
gold  coins.  Little  time  could  be  spared  between  yellow  fever 
epidemics  to  assemble  a  new  set  of  die  punches  to  engrave 
quarter  dies.  Hence,  a  dribble  of  6,146  were  coined,  most  of 
which  circulated  extensively  or  ended  up  in  the  200+  coin 
hoard  of  Col.  Green.  This  magnificent  example  was  one  of  the 
few  in  between  coins,  one  that  circulated,  but  not  very  much, 
before  being  snapped  up  and  held  by  some  forgotten  citizen. 
Like  most  1796  coinage,  special  care  was  given  to  strike  and 
engraving.  By  far  the  rarer  of  the  two  varieties,  this  coin  will 
doubtless  attract  the  attention  of  variety  collectors  as  well  as 
date  and  type  collectors. 

Early  die  state  with  no  trace  of  the  obverse  cracks  near  LIBERTY.

Superb  surfaces  and  strike  for  this  type.  Most  of  Liberty's  curls  are 
sharp  as  are  the  obverse  stars.  All  but  two  reverse  stars  are  bold, 
which,  given  the  parallel  cracks  on  the  reverse,  attest  to  the  sharpness 
of  the  strike.  Ample  lustre  teases  the  eye  when  examined,  along  with 
the  stunning  deep  blue  and  russet  colors  which  grace  the  surfaces. 
NGC  has  graded  4  of  this  date  in  Mint  State,  but  for  the  grade,  few 
can  match  the  timeless  beauty  of  this  alluring  coin. 

Bisecting  reverse  cracks,  one  from  the  2  to  the  E  of  STATES,  another  from 
the  final  A  of  AMERICA  to  the  0  in  OF.  Extensive  rim  crumbling  above  ED 
STAT.  Certainly  one  of  the  last  struck  and  abundantly  pleasing  to  behold.

Lovely 
color  surrounds  the  periphery,  settling  in  near  the  sharply  struck  stars 
and  lettering.  An  excellent  type  coin  for  the  collector  who  demands 
quality  without  spending  a  fortune  for  a  Mint  State  coin.

Some  while  ago  a  small  hoard  of  1840-0  With  Drapery  Quarters  surfaced 
from  which  this  specimen  and  that  which  follows  may  have  originated.  Breen 
describes  the  find  in  his  "Encyclopedia": 

the  dates  1840  0  and  1841  0  have  become  readily  obtainable  in 
upper  grades  short  of  mint  state  owning  to  a  hoard  discovered  in  the  French 
Quarter  of  New  Orleans,  Oct.  29,  1982.  during  excavations  at  the 
foundation  site  of  the  new  Meridien  Hotel.  The  coins  (over  1,000)  were 
largely  Mexican.  Peruvian,  and  Bolivian  silver  8  Reales  and  2  Reales.  ca. 
1821-40,  but  included  a  single  1798  federal  dollar,  various  federal  half 
dollars  181 1-37,  federal  quarter  dollars  dated  1805-38,  1840  0  no  drapery, 
1840  O  with  drapery  (at  least  seven,  mintmark  low  or  high),  1841,  1841  0 
(at  least  40).  1842  (O?) .  .  ." 


1  664  1840-0.  With  Drapery.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Steel  gray  toning 

over  lovely  surfaces.  The  strike  is  bold  throughout  save  for  an  area  on 
the  eagle's  leg.  And  the  fields  are  quite  free  from  impairment,  making 
this  one  of  the  most  satisfying  1840-0  Seated  Quarters  you  will  see. 

1665  1840-0.  With  Drapery.  Mint  State  60+.  Deeply  toned,  with  frosty 

lustre  underneath.  From  the  New  Orleans  hoard  (see  Breen's 
Encyclopedia. ) 
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666  1841-0.  Recent  ANACS  photo  certified  graded  Mint  State  60/60. 
Charcoal  toning  and  dullish  surfaces.  Nonetheless  the  strike  is  as  bold 
as  on  the  1840-0  just  offered,  which  is  unusual. 

667  1844.  Mint  State  60. 

668  1848.  Mint  State  63.  Blue  and  gold,  possibly  retoned,  though  still 
attractive.  1848  is  a  very  scarce  date  in  all  grades,  but  especially  so 
in  Uncirculated  condition.  Few  were  made  in  the  first  place,  and  fewer 
yet  saved  from  the  ravages  of  circulation.  The  present  coin  has 
smooth,  sleek  lustre.

1853.  Arrows  and  Rays.  Mint  State  64.  Prooflike.  A  touch  of  toning. 
Semi-prooflike  surfaces  are  beautifully  offset  by  the  frosted  figure  of 
Liberty  and  the  eagle  giving  a  rarely  seen  cameo  effect.  The  strike  is 
razor-sharp  on  both  sides  which  also  places  this  one  in  the  top 
echelon. 

The  Arrows  and  Rays  motif  was  adopted  in  1853  to  differentiate  these 
new,  lighter  coins  from  those  that  went  before.  Because  of  a  quirk  in  the 
bimetallic  (gold  and  silver)  money  system  then  in  vogue,  the  federal 
government  was  forever  tinkering  with  our  coinage.  In  1834  it  reduced  the 
weight  of  gold  coins;  in  1853,  of  silver;  again,  in  1873,  silver;  and  finally, 
in  1933,  when  F.D.R.  threw  the  baby  out  with  the  bathwater,  by 
demonitizing  gold  completely.  These  1 853  Arrows  and  Rays  pieces  appeared 
when  the  mint  recoined  earlier,  heavy  weight  coins  that  came  into  the 
Treasury.

2916  1893-S.  Mint  State  63.  There  are  Kings  and  there  are  Kings  when  it  comes  to  describing  the  long  admired  1893-S.  Many  of  those 

offered  in  the  marketplace  from  time  to  time  as  "Uncirculated”  rarely  meet  the  requirements.  Not  so  this  charming  example.  First 
off,  it  is  so  fully  struck  you  could  hunt  forever  with  a  magnifying  glass  and  never  find  a  weak  detail.  Liberty's  hair  tresses  are  complete 
and  the  cereal  head  ornament  she  wears  shows  even  the  tiniest  design  details;  the  eagle,  too,  is  magnificent,  so  magnificent  that 
his  smallest  chest  feathers  stand  out  as  if  this  were  from  a  Philadelphia  Mint  Proof.  Besides  strike  quality,  a  top  end  1893-S  must 
have  lustre.  Loads  of  lustre. 

And  here  is  where  the  present  coin  exceeds  most  of  its  rivals,  since  its  surface  has  what  numismatists  like  to  call  "cartwheel" 
lustre.  Light,  when  striking  the  surface,  reflects  back  in  a  broad  white  band,  in  this  instance  a  band  of  scintillating  radiance.  A 
"cartwheel"  effect  is  impossible  once  the  outflowing  or  radial  lines  of  an  Uncirculated  coin  have  been  broken  by  rubbing  or  wear. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  such  an  effect  is  almost  mandatory  if  an  1893-S  is  to  be  labeled  Mint  State.  When  you  examine  this  one  before 
the  sale  you  will  see  what  me  mean,  for  it  is  awash  in  mint  lustre,  in  full  "cartwheel"  glow. 

Now,  according  to  Mint  records  there  were  100,000  1893-S  Silver  Dollars  made.  It  appears  likely  the  vast  majority  of  these  saw 
circulation  as  few  Uncirculated  pieces  come  on  the  make  annually  and  it  is  almost  unheard-of  to  see  more  than  one  offered  for  sale 
at  any  one  time.  Confirming  this,  the  grading  services  have  handled  less  than  three  dozen  in  the  four  years  they've  been  in  business; 
ample  evidence  of  how  few  Mint  States  are  around.  Therefore,  when  you  examine  this  coin  prior  to  bidding,  keep  these  figures  in 
mind.  Others  will  be  doing  the  same  and  you  don't  want  to  be  outbid,  especially  if  this  one  "has  your  name  written  on  it"  so  to  speak! 
Why  were  so  few  Silver  Dollars  struck  in  the  year  1893?  And  why  were  so  few  of  those  saved  in  Mint  State  condition?  Numismatic  scholars 
may  argue  the  point,  but  it  seems  certain  the  business  slowdown  which  overwhelmed  the  economy  that  year  had  a  major  impact  on  the  Mint. 

In  the  years  leading  up  to  1893  our  Treasury  was  required  to  buy  enormous  amounts  of  silver  bullion  each  year;  to  put  it  bluntly,  the  Bland- Allison 
Act  of  1878  and  the  Sherman  Silver  Purchase  Act  of  1890  were  no  more  than  thinly  veiled  subsidies  to  Western  silver  miners  and  their  political 
kinsmen. 

Moreover,  because  of  a  quirk  in  the  1890  Act  this  vast  silver  inrush  tended  to  drain  gold  out  of  the  Treasury.  According  to  the  unwritten  rules 
of  Gresham's  Law,  when  two  currencies  with  differing  values  are  made  by  government  fiat  to  circulate  on  an  equal  footing,  the  one  which  is 
overvalued -silver -tends  to  drive  into  hiding  the  one  which  is  undervalued.  Between  1890.  when  the  Sherman  Act  went  into  high  gear,  and 
late  1892.  Gresham's  Law  drove  the  U.S.  gold  hoard  down  to  crises  levels,  as  the  Treasury  kept  up  its  game  of  buying  silver,  turning  it  into  shiny 

cartwheels,  and  then  locking  them  away  in  its  vault.  , 

Eventually  panic  swept  through  our  financial  markets  (beginning  in  late  1892)  when  it  became  plain  America  was  being  robbed  of  its  gold  As 
pressure  grew  to  "do  something"  Congress  woke  up  and  rescinded  the  1890  silver  purchase  act;  thereafter,  silver  deposits  ceased  and  mintages 
fell  off  dramatically  It  wasn't  really  until  1896.  however,  after  markets  had  calmed  down,  that  Morgan  Dollar  coinage  regained  its  footing 
While  this  chaotic  situation  was  unfolding.  San  Francisco  Mint  struck  100,000  1893  Morgans  from  a  single  pair  of  dies,  though  it  had  been 
shipped  10  obverses  that  year  and  could  have  struck  more  had  there  been  enough  bullion  available.  Apparently  nearly  all  of  these  found  their  way 
into  the  streams  of  commerce;  none  made  it  into  Treasury  vaults.  ...... 

The  Panic  of  1893  led  to  the  depression  of  1893-6.  Perhaps  it  is  from  this  depression  that  we  may  find  an  answer  to  the  question  Why  were 

so  few  1893-S  Silver  Dollars  saved  in  mint  condition."

Frosty  white 
devices  give  a  wonderful  contrast  to  the  deep,  almost  black  with 
depth,  field.  There  are  only  minimal  lines  on  the  cheek,  and  very  few 
in  the  fields.  Thus,  this  ranks  in  the  top  10%  or  so  of  those  available 
nowadays.  It  should  be  examined  by  prospective  bidders.  For  if  you  do 
not  inspect  it  you  may  underbid  and  fail  to  get  it— and  regret  it  in  the 
morning! 


2918  1894.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Deep  smoky  blue  and  gray  toning.  The  strike 

is  outstanding  and  the  surfaces  are  especially  nice  for  the  grade. 
Moreover,  only  972  Proofs  were  minted,  which  leaves  very  few  nice 
ones  to  go  around. 


2919  1894.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Premium  Quality.  One  of  the 

scarcer  dates  this  nice;  and  one  of  the  nicer  examples  because  of  its 
beautiful  gold,  sunset  red,  and  blue  toning.  Best  of  all  the  fields 
beneath  the  toning  are  awash  in  mint  radiance,  mint  bloom,  mint 
originality.  Accordingly,  you  should  seriously  consider  bidding;  if  not 
for  its  freshness,  then  for  its  low  NGC  census:  2  Mint  State  64's  and 
1  higher. 


2920  1894.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  coin  that  glows  with  brilliant 
mint  bloom;  moreover,  this  splendid  lustre  is  nearly  continuous  across 
the  coin,  with  only  a  stray  contact  mark  here  and  there  keeping  it  from 
a  higher  grade.

Probably 
they  were  immolated  in  the  great  Silver  Dollar  meltdown 
pursuant  to  the  Pittman  Act  of  1918  (see  The  Guide  Book  of 
United  States  Coins,  page  167).

"transitional"  pieces  arose  in  1856-1860,  including  Judd-228  with  its 
obverse  of  1859  and  reverse  of  1860,  before  Mint  officials  settled  on  the 
now-famous  Indian  Head  Cents.

Nonetheless,  this  is  an  outstanding  example  of 
one  of  America's  rarest  Pattern  Quarters.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  this  is 
the  only  silver  Pattern  Quarter  struck  for  1877;  and  to  make  things 
better  for  its  prospective  new  owner,  there  are,  at  most,  2  or  3  in 
existence!  Regardless  of  what  you  pay  for  it,  you  will  become  the 
owner  of  a  coin  few  others  can  ever  hope  to  own. 

Mr.  Judd  starts  off  his  introduction  to  the  chapter  on  1877  coinage  by 
saying:  “More  patterns  were  made  in  1877  then  in  any  other  year.  Most 
numerous  are  the  rare  pattern  half  dollars  which  form  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  and  interesting  series  of  all.  They  include  designs  by  Anthony  C. 
Paquet,  William  Barber  and  George  T.  Morgan."  What  Judd  fails  to  tell  us, 
however,  but  what  you  can  discover  for  yourself  if  you  check  through  his 
rarity  listings  in  this  section,  is  that  nearly  all  of  these  “most  numerous" 
pieces  are.  as  individuals,  either  Rarity-7  or  Rarity-8.  A  "wide  variety"  of 
patterns,  yes;  "more"  patterns,  hardly.

Like  the  other  remarkable  set  offered  in  this  sale  —  the  King  of  Siam  Proof  Set  —  that  offered  here  has  everything  an  advanced  collector  could 
ask  for:  top  quality,  great  rarity,  a  storied  pedigree,  and  superb  appearance.  In  fact,  its  appearance  is  something  to  speak  of  since  you  will  probably 
never  again  see  such  a  splendid  case:  light  brown  leather  on  the  outside;  deep  royal  blue  velvet  on  the  inside;  with  the  display  board  made  in 
such  a  way  that  an  observer  can  see  both  sides  of  all  six  coins  without  having  to  handle  them. 

Listen  to  how  Dr.  J.  Hewitt  Judd  describes  their  issuance: 

“In  the  year  [1873]  Dr.  Henry  R.  Linderman  was  appointed  Director  of  the  Mint  and  Assay  Offices  of  the  United  States  by  President  Grant. 
He  had  largely  been  responsible  for  writing  and  securing  the  passage  of  the  Coinage  Act  of  1873,  which  abolished  the  old  silver  dollar,  half  dime 
and  trime  and  authorized  the  trade  dollar.  Dr.  Linderman  had  projected  the  “trade  dollar"  as  a  means  of  finding  a  market  in  the  oriental  countries 
for  our  great  surplus  of  silver.  “Hence,  it  is  not  surprising  that  a  large  number  of  trade  dollar  patterns  appeared  at  the  time.  Certain  of  these,  Nos. 
1276,  1281,  1293,  1310,  1315  and  1322,  were  issued  as  sets  by  the  mint.  It  is  estimated  that  about  fifty  sets  were  struck."  " 

There  seems  little  doubt  that  all  fifty  or  so  sets  were  presented  to  high  government  officials,  including  this  one  given  to  President  Grant's  well 
respected  Secretary  of  State  Hamilton  Fish.  It  seems  incredible  even  one  of  these  remarkable  sets  of  U.S.  Mint  memorabilia  survived.  And  we 
do  not  foresee  any  others  turning  up.  Since  the  present  set  has  remained  with  heirs  of  Mr.  Hamilton  Fish  since  1873,  this  is  the  first  time  it  is 
available  for  purchase  by  the  public  at  large.  We  warmly  encourage  examining  it  as  you  will  be  astounded  (as  we  were)  by  its  fresh  appearance 
and  splendid  state  of  preservation  of  the  coins! 

Mr.  Hamilton  Fish  (1808-1893)  served  a  long  and  distinguished  career  under  various  administrations.  The  eldest  son  of  Col.  Nicholas  Fish,  a 
Revolutionary  War  veteran  and  friend  of  George  Washington,  he  received  his  given  name  after  Alexander  Hamilton  (the  Colonel  being  Executor 
of  Hamilton's  estate).  In  1842  he  turned  to  politics,  entering  congress  as  a  Whig.  In  quick  succession  thereafter,  he  was  elected  Lieutenant 
Governor  (1847)  and  Governor  (1848)  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and,  in  1851,  was  elected  to  a  seat  in  the  U.S.  Senate.  During  his  six  years  in 
the  Senate  Mr.  Fish  met  the  events  of  a  stormy  time  with  caution  and  moderation.  A  moderate  antislavery  man,  he  opposed  the  Kansas-Nebraska 
Act,  but  struggled  to  keep  the  Whig  party  alive  as  a  pacifying  force. 

Devoting  himself  after  the  war  to  business,  educational  and  church  activities,  Mr.  Fish  was  asked  by  President  Ulysses  S.  Grant  in  March  1869 
to  be  Secretary  of  State.  He  accepted  with  the  expectation  of  staying  only  a  few  months  but  remained  more  than  eight  years.  As  head  of  foreign 
affairs  he  dealt  with  critical  problems  in  various  areas,  particularly  Anglo-American  and  Spanish-American  relations;  meanwhile,  as  the  oldest, 
most  experienced  and  most  respected  cabinet  officer  he  brought  dignity  to  a  floundering  administration  and  gave  President  Grant  much-needed 
counsel.  Many  of  the  other  cabinet  members  were,  in  the  true  and  proper  sense  of  the  word,  scalawags.  However,  because  Mr.  Fish  was  able 
to  rise  above  these  petty  leanings,  some  consider  him  an  even  greater  force  in  the  administration  than  President  Grant  was,  for  his  nickname 
was  the  “Pillar  of  the  Grant  Administration." 

After  receiving  this  lovely  Pattern  Proof  Trade  Dollar  set  in  1873  Mr.  Fish  retained  in  until  his  death  in  1893,  when  it  passed  down  to  his  son 
Mr.  S.  Stuyvesant  Fish.  Thirty  years  later,  in  1923,  Mr.  Stuyvesant's  grandson  Nicholas  was  given  the  set's  stewardship.  There  it  remained  in 
his  possession  until  1989  when  it  was  again  passed  along  to  the  next  generation,  the  son  and  daughter  of  Mr.  Nicholas  Fish,  who  have  consigned 
it  to  our  sale. 

Weigh  the  fact  this  set  has  been  locked  away  since  it  was  first  presented  to  the  family  and  is  only  now  seeing  the  light  of  day,  as  it  were,  for 
the  first  time  in  117  years,  and  you  will  understand  its  significance  to  numismatics.

Each  coin  in  this  remarkable  set  has  been  carefully  handled  over  the  years  as  benefits  such  a  numismatic  treasure  house 
of  history.  They  have  recently  been  encapsulated  by  the  Professional  Coin  Grading  Service  (PCGS)  and  grade  as  follows:

All  nine  pieces  are  well  up  in  the  rarity  scale,  having,  on  average,  Rarity-7  ratings  (4  to  1  2  known).  More  importantly, 
because  several  of  these  have  received  high  grades  they  are,  without  a  doubt.  Finest  Knowns.  As  you  can  see  by  their  color 
photographs,  or,  if  you  have  viewed  them  in  person,  all  are  pristine  and  original,  with  each  coin's  strike  outstanding  -  simply 
outstanding.  Moreover,  their  surfaces  are  imcomparably  beautiful  in  having  frosted  or  "cameo''  devices  against  highiy 
reflective  mirror  fields.  Plus  it  goes  without  saying  they  are  nicely  toned  and  completely  unsullied  by  cleaning  lines  or  other 
signs  of  mishandling. 

How  significant  is  such  a  set  to  the  numismatic  world,  you  might  ask?  Well,  shortly  after  our  consignors  bought  the  King 
of  Siam  Proof  Set  they  were  offered  nearly  $2  million  for  the  1804  Silver  Dollar  alone.  Naturally  they  turned  the  offer  down; 
turned  it  down  because  to  have  accepted  it,  to  have  removed  the  King  of  American  Silver  Dollars  from  its  original  set  and 
sold  it  apart,  would  have  been  a  national  tragedy.  For  such  a  set  clearly  must  be  kept  intact.  Otherwise  it  would  be  like  selling 
off  pieces  of  the  Washington  Memorial.  It  simply  isn't  done. 

If  a  single  coin  from  the  set  is  worth  upwards  of  $2  million,  then  what  does  that  make  the  full  set  worth?  How  does  one 
put  a  price  on  a  world  renowned  treasure?  For  you  have  before  you  a  true  numismatic  treasure;  a  treasure  so  famous,  so 
legendary,  that  it  overshadows  all  other  rare  coins  by  its  stature;  a  treasure  that  combines  everything  you  could  possibly  want 
or  dream  about  having:  (1)  the  set  is  one  of  a  kind,  with  nothing  else  like  it  in  all  of  American  Numismatics;  (2)  the  coins 
themselves  are  in  impeccable  condition,  many  of  them  being  finest  knowns-,  (3)  they  are  protected  by  Professional  Coin 
Grading  Service  slabs,  so  the  chances  of  them  being  damaged  in  the  future  are  next  to  none;  (4)  they  have  a  broader  based 
market  appeal  due  to  this  encapsulation,  far  more  so  than  they  had  in  an  ungraded  and  unprotected  state;  and,  finally,  (5) 
the  set  s  history  -  its  story  -  is  unrivaled,  absolutely  unrivaled  from  a  standpoint  of  origin,  numismatic  research  value,  market 
value,  and  first  class  pedigree. 

In  short,  you  have  before  you  the  most  intriguing  set  of  coins  ever  to  come  on  the  American  scene.  A  set  whose  story 
is  the  thing  legends  (or  movies)  are  made  of.  A  superb  rare  coin  opportunity.  America's  most  famous  numismatic  legacy. 


One  could  not  ask  for  a  more  intriguing  story  than  the  one  behind  this  remarkable  Proof  Set;  for  as  often  as  the 
river  of  history  takes  curious  twists  and  turns  which,  when  they  appear,  seem  of  little  consequence  to  the  participants 
but  are  of  great  concern  to  future  generations.  Researchers  who  come  on  the  scene  years  after  the  fact,  years  after 
these  by  now  almost  forgotten  events  have  unfolded,  are  immediately  met  by  a  series  of  loose  ends  and  an  array  of 
disjointed  pieces;  a  jigsaw  puzzle,  if  you  will.  For  if  anything  can  be  dubbed  a  jigsaw  puzzle  it  was  the  piecing  together 
of  the  saga  of  the  now-famous  King  of  Siam  Proof  Set. 


The  story's  outline  was  pretty  sketchy  until  30  years  ago.  (See  Eric  P.  Newman  and  Ken  Bresset's  The  Fantastic 
1804  Dollar,  pp.62-65,  for  details.)  As  long  ago  as  the  late-1800's  numismatic  scholars  knew  that  the  United  States 
government  had  prepared  several  complete  sets  of  coins  which  were  used  for  diplomatic  purposes.  A  November  11, 
1834  letter  to  Samuel  Moore,  Director  of  the  Mint,  from  John  Forsyth  of  the  State  Department,  explains  their 
authorization: 

Dept,  of  State 
Washington  Nov.  11,  1834 
Sir: 


The  President  has  directed  that  a  complete  set  of  the  coins  of  the  United  States  be  sent  to  the  King  of  Siam,  and 
another  to  the  Sultan  of  Muscat.  You  are  requested,  therefore,  to  forward  to  the  Department  for  that  purpose,  duplicate 
specimens  of  each  kind  now  in  use,  whether  of  gold,  silver,  or  copper.  As  boxes,  in  which  they  are  to  be  contained,  may 
be  more  neatly  and  appropriately  made  at  Philadelphia,  under  your  direction,  than  they  could  be  here,  you  are  desired 
to  procure  them,  if  it  will  not  be  too  much  trouble,  and  have  the  coins  suitably  arranged  in  them  before  they  are  sent 
on.  They  should  be  of  as  small  size  as  is  consistent  with  the  purpose  in  which  they  are  intended;  and  should  be  of  wood, 
covered  with  plain  morocco.  The  color  of  one  should  be  yellow,  and  the  other  crimson. 

You  are  authorized  to  draw  upon  the  Department  for  the  value  of  the  coins,  and  the  expense  of  the  boxes.

Here  is  where  one  of  those  glaring  holes  in  the  jigsaw  puzzle  appeared:  Nowhere  was  it  explained  what  "a  complete 
set  of  the  coins  of  the  United  States”  meant.  Mr.  Moore,  being  head  of  the  Mint  department  and  fully  conscious  of 
diplomatic  protocol,  took  it  as  a  given  that  presentation  sets  were  just  that,  coins  of  presentation  quality;  i.e.,  Proofs. 
This  posed  no  problem  for  Mint  employees  since  all  denominations  save  the  Silver  Dollar  and  Ten  Dollar  Gold  Eagle  were 
then  in  production. 

Bowers  and  Merena  in  their  1989  auction  of  this  set  describe  how  Moore  handles  the  dilemma  facing  him: 

"However,  in  1834  the  highest  silver  denomination  currently  being  produced  was  the  half  dollar,  and  the  highest  gold 
denomination  was  the  half  eagle.  Authorized,  but  not  being  produced  at  the  time,  were  the  silver  dollar  and  $10 
denominations.  It  was  believed  that  the  set  would  be  incomplete  if  these,  the  largest  and  most  impressive  of  all  American 
coin  denominations,  were  not  included. 
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"Research  was  conducted,  and  was  determined  that  silver  dollars  and  $10  pieces  were  last  minted  for  circulation  years 
earlier  in  1804  What  was  not  realized  was  that  the  pieces  reported  as  having  been  minted  in  1804  were  from  earlier-dated 
dies,  and  were  probably  dated  1802  or  1803.  Apparently,  no  1804-dated  dollars  were  produced  during  the  year  1804 

"A  search  was  made  at  the  Mint  in  an  effort  to  find  the  original  dies  used  to  strike  1804  silver  dollars  and  1804  $10 
pieces.  Of  course,  no  such  dollar  die  could  be  found,  for,  although  mint  officials  didn't  know  it,  no  dies  for  dollars  were  ever 
made  for  1804.  Although  $10  pieces  had  been  made  in  1804,  apparently  no  original  dies  could  be  located  either.  So,  with 
all  good  intent  the  Mint  did  the  logical  thing:  created  new  dies  bearing  the  date  1804,  for  the  dollar  and  $10  pieces.  Thus, 
the  set  could  contain  examples  of  the  last  years  that  these  two  large  denominations  were  believed  to  have  been  issued." 

Hence,  the  sets  were  now  "complete."  . 

Both  sets  were  duly  made.  The  one  in  the  yellow  box  —  the  presently  offered  set  —  was  given  to  the  King  of  Siam 
( now  Thailand)  as  part  of  a  diplomatic  exchange;  a  trade  treaty  between  his  country  and  the  U.S.  being  the  purpose 
of  the  exchange.  The  other  set,  that  in  the  red  morocco  box,  was  handed  to  Said  Said  bin  Sultan  ( 1804-1856 ),  Imaum 
of  Muscat.  (Muscat  is  on  the  Arabian  peninsula.) 

The  years  sped  by,  and  collectors  forgot  about  these  two  Kingly  treasures;  forgot  about  them,  or  actually  came 
to  believe  they  no  longer  existed.  Individual  pieces  from  the  Muscat  set  evidently  surfaced  in  a  1917  sale  in  England 
of  the  coin  collection  of  C.  A.  Watters.  Included  were  all  the  silver  and  copper  denominations  dated  1834,  plus  the  1804 
dollar,  but  none  of  the  gold  coins.  Watters,  who  was  not  a  gold  coin  collector,  procured  his  1804  dollar  and  these  lesser 
denominations  from  an  unknown  source.  The  Muscat  gold  remains  unaccounted  for.  Stack  s  believes  further  research 
has  made  it  clear  that  this  [Watters]  group  represents  part  of  the  broken  up  set  presented  to  the  Imaum  of  Muscat,  the 
companion  set  to  the  Siam  one,  showing  that  both  of  these  sets  had  1834  dated  coins. 

The  King  of  Siam  set  has  two  unfilled  spaces,  one  of  which  was,  undoubtedly,  intended  for  the  1834  Half  Dime. 
The  other  empty  space  poses  a  problem.  In  point  of  fact,  scholars  may  never  know  what  it  contained.  It  may  forever 
Unger  a  missing  piece  to  the  jigsaw  puzzle  of  our  story.  There  are  two  equally  valid  candidates  which  could  have  filled 
the  space.  One,  it  may  have  contained  a  With  Motto  variety  of  the  1834  Quarter  Eagle;  its  opening  is  the  right  size. 
But  then  we  have  to  ask:  Why  two  Quarter  Eagles  but  not  two  Half  Eagles?  Why  no  With  Motto  Half  Eagle  if  there  was 
a  With  Motto  Quarter  Eagle ?  The  other  possibility  is  a  specimen  of  the  1833  medalet  struck  by  the  U.S.  Mint  for  President 
Andrew  Jackson's  second  inauguration;  this  medalet,  Julian  PR-33,  is  struck  in  gold,  measures  about  19mm.,  and  would 
fit  the  space  provided  perfectly.  According  to  Stack's,  who  favors  this  second  opinion:  "It  would  also  occupy  a  nearly 
central  position  within  the  top  row  of  the  pieces  in  the  case,  would  present  a  portrait  of  our  country  s  elected  leader  at  the 
time  the  set  was  made,  and  would  do  so  in  the  'royal'  metal  without  claiming  royalty  (since  it  was  of  a  size  comparable  to 
the  smallest  circulating  gold  denomination  of  the  period)." 

Be  that  as  it  may,  it  wasn't  until  1962  that  the  King  of  Siam  Proof  Set  reappeared  in  its  present  form,  and  in  England, 
of  all  places.  Mr.  David  Spink,  owner  of  the  famous  English  rare  coin  dealership  which  bears  the  Spink  name,  bought 
the  set  from  an  undisclosed  source.  How  it  could  have  travelled  half  way  around  the  world  to  an  English  coin  dealer 
from  its  royal  home  in  Siam,  no  one  knows.  Per  chance,  during  Great  Britain's  heyday,  when  the  sun  never  set  on  its 
vast  Empire,  an  English  statesman  or  diplomat  may  have  come  into  possession  of  the  set.  A  well  known  American  movie 
starring  Yul  Brynner  as  the  King  of  Siam  in  The  King  and  I  is  a  semi-historical,  though  factual,  account  of  a  young  English 
girl's  infatuation  with  the  King  of  Siam  during  the  late-19th  Century.  Perhaps  there  was  more  to  this  flirtation  than  we 
are  aware.  Could  if  be  another  missing  fragment  to  the  puzzle?  Whatever  its  source,  this  legendary  set  was  discreetly 
sold  to  Mr.  Spink  in  1962. 

According  to  The  Continental  Companies  -  the  current  co-owners  with  the  Rarities  Group  Inc.  -  Mr.  Spink  consigned 
it  to  Lester  Merkin,  a  well  respected,  long  time  dealer,  who  sold  it  in  1979  to  a  prominent  Eastern  family  now  residing 
on  the  West  Coast.  While  under  their  ownership  the  set  was  loaned  to  The  Smithsonian  Institution  (1983-1984)  where 
it  was  placed  on  public  display.  Next,  a  few  years  later,  it  was  consigned  to  Bowers  and  Merena's  auction  (October  14, 
1987,  Lot  2209),  and,  when  it  did  not  meet  the  reserve,  it  was  reconsigned  to  Stack's  of  New  York  City  in  May,  1989. 

On  October  18,  1989,  Martin  Paul  of  The  Rarities  Group  finalized  purchase  negotiations  for  the  King  of  Siam  Proof 
Set  with  Stack's  for  a  figure  well  in  excess  of  $2  million.  It  is  now  being  consigned  by  the  Continental  Rarity  Coin  Fund 
/  and  The  Rarities  Group,  Inc. 

How  does  one  analyze  the  rarity,  value,  and  significance  of  such  a  set?  Against  what  does  one  compare  it?  For 
such  a  set  is  unique.  There  are  no  others.  There  is  nothing  like  it  outside  of  museums,  either  here  or  in  Europe.  It  is 
the  pinnacle  of  American  numismatics;  the  one;  the  unparalleled.  Can  it  be  likened  to  a  Picasso,  of  which  there  are 
many?  Or  to  a  first  edition  Huckleberry  Finn?  Or  does  it  deserve  some  higher,  some  weightier,  some  nobler  comparison 
to  the  inheritances  of  the  past?  Say,  Thomas  Gainsborough's  Blue  Boy  painting,  or  a  Praxiteles  Greek  statue,  or,  closer 
to  home,  an  original  of  our  Declaration  of  Independence.  Whatever  the  future  decides,  it  is  plain  this  1804/1834  King 
of  Siam  Proof  Set  will  be  cherished  and  admired  for  centuries  to  come.  And  it  will  remain  the  greatest  American  numismatic 
treasure  ever  produced. 


Several  observers  have  commented  upon  the  fact  the  coins  have  been  encapsulated  or  "slabbed."  Numismatic  purists  may 
differ  as  to  whether  this  was  the  right  thing  to  do.  However,  when  put  into  its  proper  perspective,  most  arguments  against 
slabbing  can  be  reconciled.  Straightaway,  it  is  plain  the  coins  have  not  been  damaged.  They  were  neither  scratched  nor  dented 
nor  impaired  in  any  way  by  the  encapsulating  process,  which  consists  of  placing  each  coin  in  a  safe,  inert,  clear  plastic  ring  and 
then  sonically  sealing  it  in  a  hard  plastic  case.  On  the  contrary,  all  of  them  are  now  protected:  invulnerable  to  the  vagaries  of 
being  handled  by  prospective  bidders,  by  friends  and  admirers  of  the  owner,  or  by  non-numismatists  such  as  photographers, 
insurers,  and  researchers. 

Second,  slabbing  means  grading,  and  as  everyone  knows,  grading  can  often  be  a  sore  point  between  buyers  and  sellers,  even 
more  so  when  illustrious  properties  like  a  King  of  Siam  Proof  Set  are  being  negotiated.  Third  party  grading  has  put  to  rest  many 
of  these  questions.  For  it  has  set  up  standards  which  numismatists  agree  upon.  If  a  guess  has  to  be  made,  slabbing  has  done 
away  with  95%  of  the  issues  that  once  separated  buyers  and  sellers.  Thus,  a  broader-based  market  has  been  guaranteed. 

And  it  is  this  third  broad  based  market  that  is  the  third,  and  ultimate,  reason  why  these  prestigious  coins  should  have  been 
encapsulated  at  the  first  opportunity.  Perhaps  if  readers  will  step  back  a  few  years  they  will  understand  why.  The  coin  market 
was  highly  volatile  from  1979  to  1982.  Happenings  beyond  numismatics  —  worldwide  events  —  contributed  to  this  volatility. 
Collectors,  investors,  and  dealers  began  searching  for  a  remedy,  and.  as  a  consequence,  several  grading  services  were  formed; 
the  first  of  these  to  actually  encapsulate  coins  in  plastic  holders,  P.C.G.S.,  began  grading  coins  for  a  fee  in  1986.  In  no  time  at 
all  the  rare  coin  market  widened  as  new  buyers,  new  collectors  and  investors,  came  onto  the  scene.  Standardization  arrived.  And 
with  it,  new  buyers  came  in  who  prefer  well  established,  "mature"  markets,  markets  where  everyone  is  assured  an  immediate 
knowledge  of  a  coin's  grade  and  value. 

There  is  no  need  to  demonstrate  this  broad  market:  all  one  has  to  do  is  open  a  copy  of  Coin  World  and  read  about  the  financial 
planner  community's  arrival,  or,  more  recently.  Wall  Street's  rare  coin  funds.

3550  1792.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  few  adjustment  marks 

on  the  portrait.  The  strike  is  outstanding  on  both  obverse  and 
reverse;  for  instance,  Liberty's  flowing  hair  tresses  and  lower 
curls  show  minute  detail  exactly  like  the  engraver  (John  Birch) 
intended  them  too.  In  addition,  the  scrawny  looking  eagle, 
which  was  meant  to  be  a  youthful  bird  as  representative  of  a 
youthful  nation,  is  not  scrawny  this  time  around;  his  wings, 
neck  feathers,  and  tail  are  complete,  and  only  his  breast  lacks 
full  detail.  The  fields  are  magnificent  for  a  1792  Half  Dime. 
Other  than  the  aforementioned  adjusting  lines,  the  fields  are 
smooth,  free  from  marks,  and  toned  an  “old  silver"  blue  and 
gray.  "Old  Silver”  color  means:  old  time  tender  loving  care.  For 
it  is  this  coin's  carefully  preserved  state  that  places  it  on  a 
pedestal;  its  condition,  being  near  the  top  of  the  Condition 
Census,  makes  it  a  prime  candidate  for  astute  buyers  to 
consider. 

1792  Half  Dismes  were  America's  first  silver  coins,  having  been 
authorized  by  George  Washington  in  July  1792.  On  the  13th  of  that 
month,  Adam  Eckfeldt  and  other  workmen  hired  for  the  Mint  struck 
1,500  pieces  from  Birch's  dies.  Because  they  conformed  to  the  Mint 
Act  of  April  2,  1792  in  terms  of  weight,  design,  and  composition, 
they  were  official  issues  of  the  United  States,  even  though  they 
were  struck  before  the  first  Philadelphia  Mint  was  built.  The  actual 
striking  took  place  on  a  press  stored  in  John  Harper's  cellar,  at  Sixth 
and  Cherry  Streets,  a  few  blocks  from  the  Mint  site,  according  to 
Walter  Breen,  preeminent  scholar  and  numismatic  historian  of  this 
period. 

Eckfeldt  turned  over  the  Half  Dismes  to  Secretary  of  State 
Thomas  Jefferson  for  use  in  presentation  to  domestic  and  foreign 
dignitaries.  Although  the  present  coin  does  not  come  with  a 
pedigree  attached  to  it,  because  it  is  in  such  marvelous  condition, 
chances  are  good  it  was  one  of  those  early  pieces  given  out  by 
Jefferson.

These  are  common  to  early 
silver  and  gold  coinage  as  the  mint  often  prepared  planchets 
which  were  a  bit  too  heavy,  then  requiring  adjusting,  to  remove 
excess  metal.  When  the  coin  was  struck,  the  marks  are  usually 
flattened  out,  and  are  visible  mostly  on  the  devices.  Superb 
color,  light  gold,  graces  the  surfaces.  A  stunning  coin,  rich 
with  history  and  eye  appeal,  and  certain  to  command  a 
premium  for  its  appealing  surfaces.

3552  1800.  Valentine-2.  Rarity-4.  LIBEKTY.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  That's  correct,  Mint  State  66!  And  what  a  66  it  is,  blazing  lustre 

glows  forth  from  the  fields,  the  frosty  devices  are  enhanced  with  a  light  russet  tone.  As  always,  the  reverse  die  has  some  weakness, 
caused  by  excessive  die  clashing  as  the  mint  struggled  to  keep  up  with  the  burgeoning  Colonial  economy.  Imagine  the  mint  workers, 
wrestling  with  makeshift  equipment,  underpaid,  uncertain  of  their  jobs  while  under  scrutiny  of  Congress,  constantly  replacing  dies 
that  would  break  seemingly  at  a  whim,  all  the  while  trying  to  produce  coins  as  fast  and  efficiently  as  possible  and  trying  to  keep  the 
various  consignors  of  precious  metals  straight.  After  all  that,  the  coins  were  released  into  circulation,  where  merchants  and  buyers 
wrangled  with  a  variety  of  small  change,  most  from  foreign  counties.  Along  comes  one  of  the  few  United  States  coins,  well,  they 
probably  didn't  know  how  to  value  them.  Somehow,  this  little  Half  Dime  was  set  aside,  shelved  when  it  was  most  needed,  kept  apart 
and  gingerly  handled  by  a  few  careful  hands  over  the  decades  as  a  pleasant  reminder  of  Grandpa's  coins,  then  Great-Great  Grandpa's 
coins  and  today  of  your  ancestor's  coins. 

Today  we  find  this  magnificent  coin  encased  by  NGC  and  endowed  with  their  finest  grade  granted  an  1800  LIBEKTY  Half  Dime, 
this  Mint  State  66.  NGC  has  graded  two  other  comparable  1800  Half  Dimes,  one  a  Mint  State  66  and  another  Mint  State  67,  but 
they  are  not  the  LIBEKTY  variety.  PCGS  on  the  other  hand,  has  not  graded  any  LIBEKTY  Half  Dimes,  but  has  graded  two  superb  Half 
Dimes  from  this  year,  one  a  similar  Mint  State  66  and  another  Mint  State  68.  Clearly  then,  this  impeccable  coin  is  one  of  the  Finest 
Known  of  the  variety,  and  may  indeed  be  that  coin.  A  coin  for  the  discriminating  numismatist  who  demands  quality  and  freshness 
in  every  coin  he  owns.  Raise  your  paddle  high  and  throw  out  the  record  book  when  this  magnificent  survivor  crosses  the  block.

State"  coins  that  tend  to  appear  at  auction.  This  coin  has  full  stars, 
full  curls,  full  feathers,  well  full  everything.  Best  of  all,  it  is  an  early  die 
state,  struck  before  the  reverse  die  buckled  near  the  eagle's  beak  and 
wing  (see  the  prior  lot  which  was  struck  with  the  same  reverse  die). 
Glowing  lustre  in  the  fields  subdued  only  by  light  russet  and  gold 
toning.  A  coin  for  the  astute  numismatist  who  does  not  have  to  have 
the  prior  Mint  State  66  lot,  yet  wants  virtually  all  the  look  and  pizzazz 
of  that  coin.

The  surfaces,  the  strike,  the  color,  are  all  outstanding 
on  this  cameo-design  Half  Dima  In  fact,  the  colorful  toning  is  nothing 
short  of  amazing  for  it  is  a  radiant  blend  of  golds,  pinks,  and  blues.

Beginning  in  the  latter  half  of  the  1830's,  the  Mint  decided  to  upgrade  its 
coinage.  Christian  Gobrecht  was  selected,  and  his  now-famous  Seated 
Liberty  began  working  its  way  through  the  preliminary  process  toward 
becoming  an  everyday  coin.  These  No  Star  Half  Dimes  were  an  early  stage 
in  that  process,  a  process  that  many  collectors  wish  had  stopped  right  here 
before  future  modifications  rendered  his  conception  less  artistically  pleasing. 
For  his  No  Star  series  is  one  of  the  trimmest,  least  cluttered,  most  delicate 
motifs  ever  worked  up  for  a  U.S.  coin.  Its  popularity  today  is  ample  proof  of 
Gobrecht's  wide-ranging  talent.

example  of  Gobrecht's  genius  in  coinage  design,  this  specimen  is 
equally  well  struck  and  sports  medium  gold  toning  melding  into  red, 
especially  on  the  reverse.  The  wreath  is  razor-sharp,  as  is  Liberty's 
intricately  detailed  figure.  And  finally,  the  fields  are  magnificent:

When  it  comes  to  colorful  toning  this  coin  has  the  others  beat 
by  a  country  mile;  deep  blue  and  magenta,  with  gold  at  the 
center,  is  evenly  matched  on  both  sides.  And  the  underlying 
lustre  is  complete,  blemish-free,  and  shines  with  "cartwheel” 
splendor!  There  are  a  few  minor  adjustment  marks  across  the 
hair,  but  elsewhere  everything  is  so  boldly  struck  you  might 
otherwise  consider  it  a  presentation  coin  of  some  sort. 
Certainly  it  has  been  well  cared  for  over  the  years;  cared  for  by 
astute  collectors  who  understood  its  importance,  its  rarity  and 
history,  its  unmatched  elegance.  It  should  come  as  no  surprise, 
then,  that  this  is  the  Finest  1805  Dime  graded  by  either  service 
as  of  February  1990.  It  may  even  be  the  Finest  Known,  since 
any  Mint  State  Bust  Dime  of  note  has  probably  been  submitted 
to  one  of  the  grading  houses.  Whether  or  not  this  one  is  the 
Finest  Known  is  for  the  future  to  reveal.  What  we  do  know  is 
that  at  present  many  collectors  desiring  to  own  such  a  coin  will 
be  sitting  on  the  edges  of  their  chairs  when  this  Lot  crosses 
the  block. 

How  could  such  a  beautiful  coin  have  survived  in  this  remarkable 
state  of  preservation?  One  answer  may  be  found  in  the  ways  of 
English  visitors  to  America  at  the  turn  of  the  19th  Century.  Back 
then  your  typical  visitor  was  usually  an  upper-middle  class  merchant 
or  banker  or  an  upper  class  aristocrat  or  diplomat.  Many  came  to 
America  on  business.  Many  may  have  come  here  for  government 
purposes.  What  is  known  for  certain,  however,  is  that  several 
prominent  Englishmen  returned  home  with  a  sampling  of  our 
coinage:  one  of  the  most  famous  being  the  Lord  St.  Oswald  who 
visited  America  in  1795.  St.  Oswald's  Brilliant  Uncirculated  1794 
Bust  Dollars,  which  he  had  acquired  during  a  visit  to  the  Philadelphia 
Mint,  caused  quite  a  stir  in  numismatic  circles  when  they  were 
auctioned  in  the  1960's  Perhaps  a  similar  gentleman  visited  the 
Mint  on  another  such  stopover  and  was  given  a  representative 
handful  of  "small  change"  to  take  home  with  him;  perhaps  this 
spectacular  1805  Dime  was  among  his  "small  change"  and  later 
found  its  way  back  to  our  shores.  If  only  it  could  speak;  if  only  it 
could  tell  us  its  story!

The  earliest  die  state  we  have  ever  seen,  having  only  light 
cracks  on  the  reverse.  The  strike  is  spectacular  for  one  of 
these,  and,  other  than  for  a  nick  on  Liberty's  nose,  the  fields 
and  devices  are  perfect,  absolutely  perfect.  Liberty's  cheek, 
for  example,  shows  none  of  the  usual  marks  or  hairlines  these 
early  Bust  dimes  are  prone  to  receive.  And  the  eagle?  Well, 
what  can  we  say  about  the  eagle  but  that  he  is  as  bold  as  can 
be,  so  sharp,  so  well  defined,  you  would  have  to  be  a 
numismatic  curmudgeon  to  find  anything  amiss  about  him;  he 
soars  above  all  others!  When  it  comes  to  toning,  this  one  has 
a  look  of  originality  far  beyond  its  peers:  deep  blue  and  pinkish- 
silver  that  is  evenly  matched  on  both  sides  of  the  coin.  More 
than  this,  it  too  is  spectacular;  fresh,  and  unmistakably  having 
formed  over  many,  many  decades.  Nothing  artificial  here. 
Nothing  to  find  fault  with.  Only  natural  color,  supreme  beauty, 
and  great  rarity.  For  it  is  this  last  attribute,  rarity,  that  sets  this 
coin  at  odds  with  its  early-19th  Century  counterparts.  To  put 
it  in  its  proper  perspective  we  first  give  its  original  mintage: 
65,180.  Next,  we  give  the  total  number  of  Uncirculated 
specimens  graded  by  PCGS  regardless  of  the  grading 
category:  2.  And  finally,  we  give  its  population  in  Mint  State 
66:  1.  This  coin.  The  only  specimen  so  graded.  The  high  end 
of  the  scale.  The  top  Condition  Census  1811  around.  The 
Finest  Known. 

As  Bust  Dime  aficionados  learned  long  ago,  1811  is  very  seldom 
found  in  Extremely  Fine  grade  and  above.  That  a  Mint  State  66 
exists  is  purely  a  fluke  of  nature.  Somehow,  somewhere,  this  one 
got  locked  away  in  a  vault  or  keepsake  box  or  old  time  collector's 
cabinet  and  was  forgotten  about  until  it  surfaced  (no  doubt  quite 
recently)  and  was  submitted  for  grading.  The  chances  are  a  million 
to  one  against  there  being  another  one  like  it.

abounds  in  the  fields,  mellowed  only  by  an  arc  of  golden  toning  about 
the  periphery.  The  fields  and  devices  are  quite  clean,  a  glass  is  required 
to  find  the  few  marks  on  Liberty  that  keep  this  coin  from  perfection. 
Struck  fully,  quite  unusual  for  most  early  Dimes.  In  fact,  all  of  the 
eagle's  feathers  and  Liberty's  curls  have  bold  separation.  Truly  a 
superlative  coin  and  worthy  of  the  finest  set  in  the  land.

A  single 
parallel  reverse  scratch  can  be  seen  from  the  scroll  to  the  eagle's  neck. 
One  of  the  rarest  Dimes  and  certain  to  attract  considerable  attention 
in  this  superlative  grade.

Magnificently  well  struck,  with  each  curl,  feather 
and  star  standing  up  far  above  the  distant  fields.  One  of  but 
two  so  graded  by  PCGS,  with  none  higher.  Furthermore,  none 
have  been  graded  this  high  by  NGC.

Whatever  the  real 
reason  was  — and  it  may  never  be  known  — a  coin  such  as  this  1879 
carries  with  it  a  prestige  factor  much  higher  than  more  common 
issues,  and  should  be  duly  admired  because  of  this  factor,  as  well 
as  for  it  being  one  of  the  finest  Liberty  Seated  Quarters  anywhere.

Combine  these  numbers  with  the  fact  only  two  other  individual  Barber  Quarters  have  earned  NGC's  Mint  State  68 
imprimatur  (1895-S  and  1898),  add  in  another  ( 1 905)  seen  by  PCGS,  and  you  get  a  resoundingly  low  population  of  four  pieces 
for  the  entire  series!  Furthermore,  those  other  three,  while  clearly  admirable  coins  in  their  own  right,  are  as  different  as  night 
from  day  when  compared  to  this  handsome  1901-S  rarity.

to  have  been  graded.  And,  other  than  for  the  specimen  that  was  graded  one  peg  higher  in  our  Chalkley  Sale,  this  is  certainly  the  nicest 
we  have  auctioned  in  many,  many  years.  Its  strike  is  nothing  short  of  outstanding:  razor-sharp  stars,  full  hair  curls  on  Liberty,  full 
drapery  lines  around  her  lower  bust,  full  clouds,  motto  ribbon,  shield,  and,  of  course,  full  eagle.  An  especially  bold  eagle,  in  fact,  with 
all  of  his  breast  feathers  plain,  as  well  as  his  tail  feathers. 

There  are  few  handling  marks  to  speak  of,  and  all  are  infinitesimally  small  and  lightly  impressed.  Moreover,  the  fields  surrounding 
both  major  devices  show  creamy  smooth  lustre.  Lustre  that  is  so  elegant  you  could  easily  mistake  it  belonging  to  coins  from  the 
1830's,  which  are  more  often  found  having  attractive  lustre.  Overlying  these  smooth  contours  is  a  delicate  blend  of  gold  and  pink 
that  speaks  volumes  about  the  coin.  Freshness  is  the  one  word  which  comes  to  mind  when  describing  such  toning;  for  only  coins 
with  unhindered  color  that  has  taken  a  natural  look,  such  originality.  If  you  are  in  the  market  for  this  kind  of  coin  we  recommend 
you  examine  it  ahead  of  time,  as  it  is  quite  handsome.  Who  knows?  Maybe  it  will  find  its  new  home  in  your  collection. 

The  year  1807  was  a  troublesome  one  for  the  American  people.  Hot  words  had  been  exchanged  between  our  diplomats  and  England's  over 
her  navy's  indecent  habit  of  stopping  our  trading  ships  and  boarding  them  then  kidnaping  American  sailors  who  were  forthwith  "impressed"  into 
the  British  navy.  Things  came  to  a  head  in  1807.  Thomas  Jefferson,  who  had  a  low  opinion  of  the  English  anyway,  found  an  excuse  to  impose 
a  block  of  our  sealanes  against  their  Royal  merchantmen.  Jefferson's  Embargo  Act  of  1807  was  supposed  to  bring  trade  between  the  two  countries 
to  a  screeching  halt.  At  least  that  was  the  theory.  But  never  let  it  be  said  Americans  aren't  clever  scoundrels.  No  sooner  had  the  Embargo  gone 
into  force  then  "blockade  runners"  came  on  the  scene.  Just  like  the  infamous  booze  and  drug  runners  of  the  1920's  and  the  1980's,  these  latter- 
day  blockade  runners  kept  the  wheels  of  trade  turning,  although  slowly  and  not  too  dependably.  Because  trade  goods  are  usually  paid  for  by  other 
trade  goods,  and  because  Americans  found  it  so  difficult  to  get  their  exports  out  of  the  country,  these  blockade  runners  often  resorted  to  using 
silver  coin  and  bullion  as  payment  for  their  purchases  rather  than  letters  of  credit  and  bills  of  exchange.  Which  meant,  naturally,  that  silver  Half 
Dollars  like  this  one  were  shipped  overseas  by  the  barrelful  in  paymentl  This  may  be  one  reason  why  so  few  Mint  State  Draped  Bust  Halves  are 
to  be  found  today;  most  of  them  were  used  in  lieu  of  trade  goods  in  payment  for  smuggled-in  supplies.

Every  star  ends  in  six  needle-like  points;  Liberty's 
head  and  shoulder  reveal  a  cascade  of  hair;  her  gown  is 
incredibly  sharp,  utterly  incredible;  while  the  shield  is 
incomparable.  Not  to  be  forgotten,  either,  is  the  eagle;  an  eagle 
so  bold  it  defies  description.  Examine  the  coin  and  you  will  see 
what  we  mean.  The  fields  are  also  in  pristine  condition. 
Although  not  highly  reflective,  they  are  immaculate  in  terms  of 
smoothness  and  freedom  from  hairlines.  Then,  too,  everything 
is  enhanced  by  steel  blue  toning;  toning  that,  if  anything, 
further  sharpens  the  aforementioned  razor-sharp  devices.  Only 
two  Proofs  of  this  date  have  been  graded  by  the  services:  This 
one,  the  finer  of  the  two,  as  the  lone  NGC  1841;  one  other,  a 
Proof  63,  has  been  handled  by  PCGS.

coin  of  this  date  seen  by  either  service.  And  what  a  coin  it  is! 
Frosty  lustre  and  a  deep,  full  strike,  each  star,  letter,  feather 
and  fold  stands  high  against  the  fields.  The  fields  too  are 
velvety  smooth  and  scrutiny  finds  few  marks,  in  fact  most  of 
the  marks  are  hidden  on  the  busy  devices  of  Gobrecht's  fine 
design.  Glowing  lustre  rolls  by  when  held  in  a  light,  attesting 
to  the  uncleaned  and  original  state  of  this  key  date.  The  new 
San  Francisco  Mint  was  just  getting  started  cranking  out 
wagon  loads  of  much  needed  Eagles  and  Double  Eagles,  to 
satisfy  the  demands  of  burly  miners  and  local  shopkeepers. 
Mint  officials  had  little  time  or  silver  to  coin  into  Half  Dollars, 
but  boxcars  loaded  with  gold  kept  flowing  in.  Putting  the  result 
in  a  word:  this  date  is  rare.  In  fact,  it  is  unpriced  in  the  Redbook 
in  Mint  State.  What  this  coin  will  bring  will  be  up  to  the  bidders, 
but  one  fact  is  certain,  this  is  one  of  the  finest  survivors  of  this 
date,  and  a  key  date  it  is. 


One  of  the  scarcest 
dates  in  the  series,  1858  Proofs  were  coined  in  very  limited  numbers

while  showing  minor  contact  marks  in  the  field,  is  nonetheless  bright 
with  cameo  contrast  and  well  struck,  too. 

3809  1860.  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  One  of  only  1,000  sold  to  collectors  this 
year,  and  this  is  one  of  the  handsomest  specimens  to  survive.  First  off, 
it  shows  strong  cameo  contrast  between  the  fields  and  devices.

3875  1794.  Bolender-1.  Rarity-4.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Premium  Quality.  America's  first  Silver  Dollar  from  the  newly 

opened  federal  mint  at  Philadelphia.  One  of  1,758  struck  of  which  approximately  125  exist  in  all  grades.  Designed  by  Robert 
Scot  and  struck  by  hand  on  the  old  screw  press  still  on  exhibit  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  A  coiner's  masterpiece  minted  under 
primitive  conditions! 

America's  first  Silver  Dollar  is  also,  to  many  numismatists,  its  finest.  Liberty  and  the  eagle  dramatically  represent  the  fortunes 
and  the  triumphs  which  lay  before  the  young  nation,  while  at  the  same  time  being  uniquely  the  products  of  their  times.  The 
two  images  on  this  coin  communicate  the  fundamental  spirit  of  independence  and  the  high  moral  ideals  held  and  cherished 
by  our  founding  fathers.  Liberty  seems  proud,  wide  eyed,  and  free  spirited  as  the  symbol  of  American  opportunism  in  the  New 
World.  The  eagle  surely  represents,  with  its  overly  large  wings  and  fierce  stance,  American  confidence  and  readiness  to  defend 
our  principles  — and  as  such  was  a  forerunner  of  many  more  designers'  eagles  yet  to  be  born. 

The  coin  itself  is  spectacularly  preserved.  It  is  a  sharply  struck,  borderline  Mint  State  specimen  which,  extensive  research 
shows,  to  be  tied  for  the  fourth  finest  in  existence  of  this  date.  The  strike  is  far  sharper  than  on  most  seen,  with  full  curls  on 
Liberty  and  impressive  detail  on  the  wreath  and  feathers  of  the  reverse.  It  is  a  wonderful  head!  Liberty's  locks  exhibit  far  more 
intricate  detail  than  later  issues  of  this  type,  each  strand  of  hair  minutely  engraved  by  a  skilled  hand.  Most  of  the  stars  on  the 
right  show  their  radial  lines,  while  those  to  the  left  are  well  outlined  (on  most  1794  Dollars,  these  are  most  often  found  nearly 
flush  with  the  surface,  or  field).  Better  yet,  the  planchet  is  a  superior  one— it  has  only  the  faintest  traces,  around  UNITED  in 
the  reverse  legend,  of  adjustment  marks  made  prior  to  striking  (therefore  the  planchet  is  of  perfect  weight),  whereas  most  of 
its  kind  retain  file  marks  ranging  from  mild  to  severe.  The  adjustment  marks  on  this  coin  are  so  faint  that  they  were  not  even 
mentioned  when  it  sold  in  the  1956  ANA  Convention  Sale,  catalogued  by  Jim  Kelly.  Traces  of  clashed  dies.  Complete,  well- 
defined  dentils  all  around.  Sharp,  square  rims.  And  the  edge  inscription  is  exceptionally  clear  (examined  prior  to  slabbing). 
Blazing  lustre  abounds,  undiminished  by  expert  dipping  to  lighten  the  dark  toning  that  had  formed  by  the  mid-1970's.  In  short 
this  is,  without  qualification,  a  magnificent  specimen! 

We  are  positive  the  coin  never  saw  commercial  circulation.  Rather,  all  that  separates  it  from  Mint  State  are  hairlines,  true 
cabinet  friction,  and  minute  handling  marks.  One  previous  owner  reportedly  kept  it  loose  in  a  drawer  for  twenty  years!  The 
results  of  this  are  several  superficial  pin  scratches  and  tiny  abrasions.  Not  one  is  very  noticeable.  Furthermore,  it  would  not 
surprise  us  to  see  this  coin  regraded  Mint  State  by  one  of  the  services.  This  coin  has  been  called  the  “eagle  with  a  navel" 
as  there  is  a  tiny,  shallow  prestriking  pit  just  about  where  the  navel  would  be,  if  the  eagle  were  a  mammal. 

PCGS  has  graded  the  Finest  Known  Amon  Carter  coin  Mint  State  65.  The  prominent  east  coast  dealer  who  owns  it  has 
reportedly  turned  down  an  offer  of  $1,000,000  for  the  coin.  This  coin  compares  favorably  with  the  Amon  Carter  coin  and  we 
feel  that  a  it  represents  a  great  value  for  a  fraction  of  that  price.  In  the  past  few  years  when  common,  generic  coins  have  been 
commanding  five  and  six  figure  prices  in  top  grades,  and  with  the  ever  growing  demand  for  classical  rarities  such  as  this  coin, 
and  this  being  one  of  the  Finest  Known  examples,  a  hammer  price  in  excess  of  $200,000  would  not  surprise  us.  We  urge 
prospective  bidders  to  think  of  the  historic  significance  of  this  coin,  therefore  to  realize  that  this  specimen  is  nothing  short 
of  remarkable.  If  you  are  seeking  an  important  piece  of  American  numismatic  history,  and  if  you  have  the  means,  this 
magnificent  coin  will  fulfill  your  goal  as  few  others  could.  One  look  at  it  will  convince  you! 

Struck  after  the  obverse  die  had  been  lapped,  weakening  the  left  obverse  stars  and  the  tops  of  the  letters  of  UNITED  STATES  and  struck 
from  clashed  dies.  An  interesting  discussion  of  the  issuance  of  1794  Silver  Dollars  can  be  found  in  Robert  Hilt  ll's  book  entitled  Die  Varieties 
of  Early  United  States  Coins 

This  coin's  provenance  is  both  interesting  and  varied.  As  far  back  as  it  has  been  traced,  the  coin  originated  in  an  ". Austrian 
Private  Collection"  (or possibly  the  Paris  Mint  collection  or  that  of  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale).  It  then  came  into  the  possession 
of  Paul  H.  Wittlin,  who  consigned  it  to  the  1956  American  Numismatic  Association  Convention  Sale  conducted  by  James  Kelly 
(Lot  1509,  fetching  an  impressive  $8,000  on  an  estimate  of  $3,500).  Thus  the  coin  only  had  two  known  owners  between 
1  794  and  1956.  Stack's  purchased  it  from  the  ANA  sale  and  proceeded  to  sell  it  to  an  unrecorded  collector  (the  one  who 
"preserved"  it  in  a  drawer  for  some  two  decades).  Stack 's  repurchased  the  coin  in  1 9  75,  and  since  then  it  has  changed  hands 
among  four  dealers  (Julian  Leidman  and  Mike  Brownlee,  Paul  Nugget  and  Dave  Berg).  The  coin  went  into  a  prominente 
collection  for  many  years  where  it  has  resided  since  that  time. 

We  would  like  to  thank  Jack  Collins  for  his  assistance  in  tracing  the  pedigree  of  this  important  coin.  Jack  has  been  recording 
data  on  every  known  1  794  Silver  Dollar  for  publication  in  his  monograph  on  these  historic  coins.  He  has  traced  about  125 
to  date,  of  which  this  one  is  tied  with  four  others  for  fourth  Finest  Known.

3876  1795.  Draped  Bust.  Bolender-15.  Rarity-4.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Premium  Quality.  At  first  glance,  coruscating  lustre  blazes 

forth,  leaping  off  the  fields  to  greet  the  inquiring  eye.  The  devices  have  a  full  medallic  quality,  each  nuance  of  every  star,  curl  and  feather 
bold.  Clearly  and  without  question  a  specimen  striking.  No  doubt  prepared  for  William  DeSaussure  to  commemorate  his 
implementation  of  the  Gilbert  Stuart  obverse.  How  can  one  but  picture  a  proud  father,  showing  off  his  finest  work,  this  coin. 

Far  finer  than  the  few  others  seen,  the  strike  on  the  eagle  is  superior  to  the  similar  Garrett  coin,  with  each  breast  feather  sharp. 
A  coin  which  must  be  seen  to  be  believed  for  it  is  so  much  nicer  than  any  other  Draped  Bust,  Small  Eagle  Silver  Dollar.  PCGS  has 
granted  its  coveted  Mint  State  65  to  no  other  Draped  Bust,  Small  Eagle  Dollar.  In  fact,  they  have  not  awarded  a  Mint  State  64  to  any, 
or  a  Mint  State  63  to  any.  The  other  highest  grade  Dollar  of  this  type,  a  distant  Mint  State  62.  NGC  has  graded  3  Mint  State  65's 
of  this  date,  but  how  could  they  compare  with  this  stunning  coin? 

Place  yourself  back  in  time  to  1795.  The  new  mint  is  struggling  to  produce  as  many  coins  as  possible,  founding  fathers  are  constant 
visitors,  knowing  the  importance  of  coining  full  weight  silver  and  gold  for  world  and  local  acceptance.  The  public  and  Congress  clamor 
for  the  closing  of  the  Mint.  At  the  very  least  they  demand  a  new  design,  the  flowing  hair  obverse  of  Robert  Scot  is  derided  as  that 
of  a  fool.  Mr.  DeSaussure,  the  new  mint  director  and  fearing  for  his  job,  takes  a  bold  move,  hire  Gilbert  Stuart,  the  premier  portrait 
artist  of  the  day,  to  redesign  the  obverse.  Stuart's  answer  to  the  young,  wild  looking  Liberty:  we  shall  bind  her  hair  and  thus  render 
her  a  steady  matron.  His  decisive  stroke  was  first  applied  to  the  basic  monetary  unit  of  these  United  States:  the  Silver  Dollar.  DeSassure 
struck  3  or  4  presentation  coins  from  each  of  the  two  new  obverse  dies  to  display  the  new  design.  Executive  and  public  approval  was 
immediate,  and  coining  continued  in  earnest.  Somehow,  through  time,  this  specimen  has  come  down  through  the  ages  as  pristine  as 
the  day  it  was  struck,  unmarked  by  either  fools  or  statesmen,  all  of  whom  would  marvel  at  its  elegant  simplicity.  A  minute  planchet 
flake  is  discernible  above  the  I  of  LIBERTY  as  well  as  faint  adjustment  marks  on  the  reverse.  The  only  signs  of  contact  are  a  minor 
mark  hidden  on  Liberty's  forehead  and  two  lesser  ones  on  her  drapery.  These  should  assist  the  scholar  in  tracing  the  pedigree  of  this 
numismatic  classic,  which  was  purchased  about  a  decade  ago  from  a  large  dealer  in  Florida  and  has  since  resided  in  a  prominent 
Eastern  Collection. 

The  sum  of  our  observations  is  that  this  is  likely  the  Finest  Known  1795  Draped  Bust  Silver  Dollar.  No  others  seen  can  compare 
with  its  strike,  lustre  or  state  of  preservation.  Not  only  that,  but  it  is  likely  the  Finest  Known  of  its  type.  Duly  awarded  the  highest 
grade  given,  by  far,  to  any  Draped  Bust,  Small  Eagle  Silver  Dollar  after  running  the  PCGS  gauntlet,  where  lesser  coins  fall  along  the 
wayside  by  the  score.  This  coin  emerged  victorious,  standing  alone  with  the  grade  Mint  State  65.  A  coin  of  immeasurable  importance 
and  one  of  only  half  a  handful  of  numismatic  treasures  ever  available  on  the  market. 

Early  die  state  and  struck  on  a  specially  polished  planchet  from  carefully  prepared  dies  to  achieve  the  high  degree  of  lustre.  Never  cleaned  or 
fussed  with.

Flashy  with  abundant  lustre  in  the  fields.  Irregular  toning  on 
the  obverse,  mostly  gold  and  blue,  with  about  half  of  the 
obverse  bright  white.  Two  obverse  stars  are  weak  from  the  late 
die  state,  in  fact,  this  could  be  called  the  "Eleven  star"  variety. 
A  couple  of  letters  of  UNITED  are  softly  struck  as  the  reverse 
die  bulged  and  cracked  under  the  strain  of  multiple  clash 
marks.  Full  breast  feathers  on  the  eagle  and  every  nuance  of 
Liberty's  hair  curls  are  sharp.  PCGS  has  only  graded  3  1798 
Silver  Dollars  Mint  State,  one  a  Mint  State  61,  another  62  and 
this  coin,  a  stunning  Mint  State  64.  One  can  only  conclude 
that  this  is  one  of  the  Finest  Known  for  the  date.  Furthermore, 
for  the  type  (1798-1804),  PCGS  has  only  awarded  7  coins  this 
grade,  with  a  single  1802  Silver  Dollar  a  notch  higher. 

Does  your  goal  include  rounding  up  the  best  available?  Does 
being  second  best  not  quite  cut  the  mustard?  Do  you  cringe 
when  another  collector  proudly  states  "mine's  better."  If  you 
answered  yes  to  these  questions,  then  here  is  the  coin  for  your 
collection.  Fabulous,  unmarked  surfaces,  no  adjustment 
marks,  blazing  lustre,  the  highest  grade  awarded  any  1798 
Silver  Dollar  by  PCGS,  these  are  the  attributes  of  this 
magnificent  coin.

3878  1799,  9  over  8.  Fifteen  Star  reverse.  Bolender-4.  Rarity-4.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Extraordinary!  Razor-sharp  strike  with  each 

star  and  curl  on  the  obverse  brought  up  high  above  the  distant  fields.  The  reverse  too,  exhibits  a  bold  strike.  One  can  almost  feel 
the  extra  pressure  used  to  squeeze  the  planchet  between  the  dies.  Aqd  oh,  the  lustre,  what  lustre,  it  fairly  billows  up  from  the  fields, 
like  spring  thunderheads  in  a  Texas  sky.  Simply  stated,  this  coin  is  as  struck,  untoned  and  with  unbroken  lustre. 

PCGS  has  awarded  this  grade  to  only  7  coins  of  this  entire  type.  This  is  the  highest  grade  given  to  any  1799,  9  over  8  by  PCGS. 
Like  the  1  798  Silver  Dollar  above,  this  is  the  Finest  Known  of  the  variety  and  one  of  the  finest  survivors  of  this  date.  And  an  important 
date  it  is,  the  year  marked  the  end  of  our  Colonial  era,  the  passing  of  our  first  President  and  the  closing  of  the  century. 

One  of  the  most  botched  pair  of  dies  in  the  Bust  Dollar  series,  a  perfectly  good  1798  obverse  was  reheated,  engraved  with  a  new 
9  on  the  final  digit  and  annealed  creating  a  naked  eye  overdate.  The  reverse  is  a  tribute  to  the  failure  of  the  best  laid  plans,  having 
engraved  the  reverse  devices,  the  engraver  noticed  that  he  had  placed  fifteen  stars  above  the  eagle.  Ooops.  What  to  do  now?  Die 
steel  was  expensive  and  engraving  an  entire  die  was  time  consuming.  He  couldn't  throw  out  the  offending  die,  and  in  fear  of  his  job, 
not  to  mention  a  needed  raise,  the  solution  came  to  him.  Expand  the  fluffy  clouds  down  over  two  of  the  offending  stars,  and  voila 
a  thirteen  star  reverse.  However,  two  tiny  points  of  the  left  star  and  a  single  point  of  the  right  remain  to  tell  this  tale.  This  coin  remains 
a  testament  to  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  hand  engraving,  and  the  finest  testament  we  have  seen  for  this  popular  and  scarce  variety. 
A  coin  for  the  connoisseur  who  demands  to  own  the  very  Finest.

Medium  gray  toning  fails  to  hide  the  radiant  lustre  which 
seems  to  boil  up  from  the  fields  of  the  obverse.  The  reverse  has 
charcoal  gray  toning  which  softens  to  a  natural  blue  in  some 
of  the  lettering.  Perfectly  centered  with  all  dentils  sharp.  The 
fields  and  devices,  as  well  as  every  nook  and  cranny,  reveal  no 
detracting  marks.  This  coin  has  clearly  received  special 
handling  since  the  day  it  fell,  hot  from  striking,  into  the  coiner's 
calloused  palm.  It  is  interesting  to  see  such  a  sharp  strike  from 
this  die  pairing,  often  specialists  find  this  obverse  die  weak, 
but  this  coin,  well,  it  is  as  well  struck  as  any  Bust  Dollar  from 
any  die  pairing.  Each  star,  curl,  breast  feather  and  even  the  leaf 
veins  in  the  tiny  olive  branch  show  the  minutest  detail  in  the 
engraver's  fine  work.  Have  you  been  searching  for  a 
superlative  Draped  Bust  Dollar?  Have  you  tired  of  the  number 
of  inferior  coins  masquerading  as  Mint  State?  Then  here  is  an 
NGC  Mint  State  63!  The  population  reports  provide  the 
pertinent  information  to  the  genuine  rarity  of  this  coin.  NGC 
Mint  State  1803  Silver  Dollars  Graded:  1.  PCGS  Mint  State 
1803  Silver  Dollars  Graded:  0.  This  is  the  only  Mint  State  1803

And  no  wonder  why!  if  it  takes  this  much 
coin  to  deserve  the  grade.  Other  than  for  a  tiny  contact  mark  in  the 
right  obverse  field,  the  fields  are  magnificent.  So  too  is  Liberty,  whose 
form  is  cloaked  in  gleaming  white  frost.  Against  her  cameo  frostiness 
the  deeply  mirrored,  nicely  toned  background  gives  a  splendid  two 
tone  contrast. 

Records  show  there  were  800  Proofs  struck  this  year;  and,  as  we 
said  above,  only  4  have  been  so  graded,  with  4  higher.  All  of  which 
goes  to  prove  how  truly  elusive  the  coin  is  in  such  lofty  states  of 
preservation!

in  which  our  national  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  was  added  to 
the  reverse  above  the  eagle.  So  if  you  like  to  buy  first-year 
types,  what  better  way  than  by  bidding  for  this  blue,  gold,  and 
magenta  toned  Gem  Proof,  since  it  is  the  toning  which  will 
catch  your  eye.  Rarely  will  you  find  such  endearing  originality; 
rarely  will  you  encounter  so  evenly  distributed  color  over  such 
beautiful  surfaces.  Hairlines  are  all  but  nonexistent.  The  strike 
is  impeccable.  And  because  this  coin  is  now  securely 
protected  in  its  NGC  holder,  you  can  rest  assured  it  will  retain 
all  of  its  charm,  its  beauty,  its  value  from  here  on  out.  Finally, 
according  to  NGC's  February  1990  Census  Report,  this  is  the 
only  Proof  65  they've  graded,  with  but  1  coin  higher,  which  is 
clear  testimony  to  1866's  rarity  near  the  peak  of  the  grading 
scale.

Medium  blue  gray  toning  with  gold 
highlights  blesses  this  well  made,  nicely  cared  for  Seated  Dollar.  The 
fields  are  relatively  free  of  marks,  as  are  the  devices.  Moreover,  the 
devices  — Liberty  and  the  eagle  — are  boldly  struck  throughout. 


891  1871.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Dusky  blue  and  gold  toning  over 

frosty  surfaces.  The  strike  is  much  nicer  than  usually  seen,  while  the 
fields  are  remarkably  free  from  bagmarks.  Thus,  a  pleasing  coin  all 
around  and  one  deserving  of  a  place  in  a  high  quality  type  set.

Only  1,150  were  struck  and 
most  of  those  were  later  cleaned  or  mishandled. 


3897  1876-S.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  For  a  Mint  State  63  its  lustre  is 

inordinately  brilliant  and  agreeable,  as  are  its  smooth,  nearly  blemish- 
free  surfaces.  A  handsome  coin  any  way  you  judge  it. 


3898  1877.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Nicely  frosted  devices  stand  out  from 
the  mirror  background  on  this  Gem  Proof  Trade  Dollar.  Medium  to  dark 
toning  around  the  rims  on  the  obverse;  somewhat  cloudy  toning  on 
the  reverse.  Very  few  high  grade  Proofs  are  known.  For  example,  PCGS 
has  graded  only  5  this  high,  with  2  higher.  Which  makes  a  total  of  7 
gems!  And  this  from  an  original  mintage  of  510,  no  less. 

3899  1877-S.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Bright  "cartwheel"  mint  lustre 
on  this  well  struck,  nicely  preserved  Trade  Dollar.  All  of  the  intricate 
design  details  are  bold,  from  Liberty's  gown  lines  to  the  cotton  bale 
and  wheat  bundle,  and  finally  to  the  eagle,  which  is  sharper  than  on 
many  Proofs.

Mint  State  64.  Now,  if  this  was  a  run-of-the-mill  date  Trade 
Dollar  you  might  take  a  look  at  it  because  it  is  so  fresh  and 
original.  You  might  enjoy  its  bold  strike  and  smooth,  nearly 
blemish-free  surfaces.  But  because  this  is  an  1878  Carson  City 
Mint  issue,  a  coin  of  which  only  97,000  left  the  dies,  you  just 
have  to  do  a  double-take.  One  "take”  to  take  in  all  of  its 
splendor;  and  a  second  "take”  to  realize  that,  sure  enough,  it 
is  a  cherry  Brilliant  Uncirculated  1878-CC.

Not  only  does  it  have  perfect  infinitely  deep  mirror 
fields,  and  not  only  does  it  sport  perfect  devices  which  are 
vibrant,  white  and  “alive,''  but  it  possesses  an  aura  of 
perfection  about  it,  an  aura  of  freshness  and  originality,  which 
only  a  coin  having  never  been  mishandled  in  any  way  has 
earned.  One  comes  inevitably  to  the  conclusion  that  its 
previous  owner  or  owners  knew  what  they  were  about. 

The  plain  facts  are,  this  coin  is  immaculate.  Although 
completely  brilliant,  nevertheless  its  brilliance  is  most 
flattering,  most  alluring;  in  brief,  agreeable  to  the  eye.

Charlotte  issue,  the  last  year  of  coinage  before  the  American  Civil  War 
closed  the  facility  forever.  The  surfaces  have  a  pleasing  look  to  them, 
with  hints  of  lustre  around  the  stars  and  wording.  A  small  mark  on 
Liberty's  forehead  is  the  only  blemish  we're  able  to  find,  and  it  is 
inconsequential.  Furthermore,  the  strike  is  far  out  of  the  ordinary  for 
an  1861-C  in  being  bold  throughout.  So  why  not  bid  for  it;  it  shows  up 
far  less  often  than  the  other  dates  do. 

Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  Mint  gold  coins  have  always  found  a  warm  spot 
in  collectors'  hearts.  In  their  day  both  mints  were  considered  poor  country 
cousins  to  the  Philadelphia  home  mint,  and  had  to  put  up  with  primitive 
working  conditions,  often  second-hand  equipment,  and  an  unsteady  flow  of 
bullion.  That  they  survived  and  even  prospered  for  so  many  years  is  a 
testament  to  their  workers  and  management.  Here  is  a  splendid 
representative  from  that  grand  time  in  American  numismatic  history.

The  Eliasberg  Specimen.  Here  is  an  1899-S  Half  Eagle  that  is, 
quite  simply,  utterly  magnificent;  is  surfaces,  devices,  color, 
and  lustre  — even  its  aura  of  elegance  — are  as  fresh  and  pristine 
as  anything  imagineable.

Then, 
too,  the  demands  from  bullion  depositors  for  large  denominations 
caused  the  Mint  to  virtually  ignore  Quarter  Eagles  and  Half  Eagles. 
For  these,  and  for  possibly  other  reasons  now  forgotten,  the  1854-S 
Quarter  Eagle  is  a  standout  among  American  rarities.  Having  this  in 
mind,  figure  your  bid  carefully;  one  never  knows  whether  this  will 
be  the  last  or  finest  piece  on  the  market  until  the  turn  of  the  century.

Its 
strike  is  outstanding.  Liberty's  cheek  is,  to  put  it  in  a  nutshell, 
impeccable.  The  color,  lovely.  And  the  surfaces  are  rich  with 
golden  lustre  and  completely  free  from  detractions.  Since  we 
see  nothing  wrong  with  the  coin,  and  since  it  is  head  and 
shoulders  above  many  Mint  State  64's  we  have  auctioned  over 
the  years,  we  felt  it  deserved  a  Premium  Quality  designation. 
Finally,  its  rarity  in  this  grade  is  assured  by  its  very  low  PCGS 
population:  4  graded,  with  1  higher  as  of  February  1990. 

The  Three  Dollar  Gold  piece  is  a  pretty  silly  denomination  to  have 
in  a  decimal  money  scheme  like  ours.  Yet  Americans  were  blessed 
with  such  a  coin  thanks  to  their  easy-to-persuade  Congressmen. 
Mintages  started  off  with  a  bang  in  1854  but  soon  dwindled  as  it 
became  obvious  to  everyone  except  those  bickering  gentlemen  that 
it  was  unneeded.  Why,  then,  did  they  continue  to  be  struck?  The 
answer  lies  in  the  nature  of  our  coinage  system  back  then. 

For  few  collectors  realize  it,  but  during  the  1 9th  Century  our  mints 
struck  gold  coins  "on  demand."  Whenever  a  bullion  depositor  took 
his  gold  to  the  mint  he  could  ask  for  whatever  denominations  he 
wanted.  Naturally  the  mints  kept  on  hand  a  variety  of  pieces  to 
choose  from.  However,  if  they  were  out  of  stock  the  depositor 
would  be  asked  to  wait  for  his  coins.  Three  Dollar  Gold  pieces,  being 
an  unusual  denomination,  anyway,  and  one  not  often  used  by 
merchants  or  bankers,  evidently  had  little  call.  This  is  undoubtedly 
the  primary  reason  why  so  few  were  made.  For  example,  the 
26.0T0  minted  at  Philadelphia  in  1856.

astoundingly  beautiful  example,  as  sparkling  and  original  as 
the  day  it  was  made.  The  cameo  effect  is  especially  prevalent 
here,  while  the  fields  have  that  endearing  orange  peel  texture 
characteristic  of  well  made  U.S.  gold  Proofs.  Proof  mintage 
came  in  at  an  even  50  pieces  in  1864,  so  not  surprisingly  this 
is  the  only  piece  graded  by  NGC  as  of  February  1990.  In  olden 
days,  say,  back  in  1979  or  so,  no  one  would  have  blinked  an 
eye  if  you  had  called  this  coin  "Spectacular  Superb  Cameo 
Gem”  etc.,  etc.  After  all,  the  coin  is  fantastic.

piece  a  place  high  up  in  their  roster.  Barring  a  few  other  U.S.  gold  coins  graded  by  one  or  the  other  of  the  two  major  grading  services 
(some  of  which  we  are  proud  to  present  in  this  same  section),  the  coin  herein  offered  is,  to  put  it  in  as  few  words  as  possible,  the 
finest  looking  of  them  all.  Yes,  we  realize  there  is  another  Mint  State  67  Three  Dollar  in  existence.  We  offered  it  in  our  Chalkley  Sale 
earlier  this  year.  And  yes,  we  went  into  raptures  over  its  undeniable  beauty  and  state  of  preservation.  But  that  was  an  1854.  A  coin 
for  which  there  are  half  a  handful  of  "almost  there"  gems  available  to  collectors.  And  it  was  a  coin  that,  while  marvelous  in  its  own 
right,  did  not  possess  the  same  incredible  looking  toning  which  this  one  does.  For  the  present  coin  has,  in  addition  to  silken  lustre, 
a  look  of  quiet  elegance;  a  look  that  here,  here  is  the  quintessence  of  perfection.  Liberty's  cheek  is  immaculate:  a  little  more  velvety 
than  the  surrounding  field  and  hence,  much  more  like  a  cameo  in  effect  than  normally  encountered  on  Uncirculated  examples.  Her 
portrait  is  so  bold  that,  like  the  velvety  texture,  it  belongs  more  to  a  Proof  than  a  business  strike.  The  wreath,  for  its  part,  is  equally 
flawless,  equally  bold,  equally  magnificent.  And  shows  the  same  mystical  quality  in  its  color  and  lustre  as  the  obverse  does.  The 
overpowering  influence  of  these  attributes  comes  together  in  the  aforementioned  incredible  toning.

It,  unlike  most  other  features, 
is  what  advanced  collectors  or  shrewd  dealers  or  sagacious  investors  most  recognize.  And  the  elegant  1867  Three  Dollar  Gold  offered 
here  has  the  penultimate  rarity:  uniqueness.  The  word  "unique"  is  unique  in  the  English  language  for  it  will  suffer  no  modifiers.  There 
are  no  such  animals  as  "nearly  unique"  or  "absolutely  unique"  or  "one  of  the  most  unique.  .  ."  Unique  must,  and  does,  stand  alone. 
As  does,  and  must,  this  1867  gold  piece.

One  must  always  view  mintage  figures  carefully,  for  they  sometimes  fail 
to  reveal  how  scarce  a  coin  really  is.  Take  this  1887  Three  Dollar  Gold  piece. 
According  to  Mint  records  there  were  6, 1 60  made.  However,  also  according 
to  records,  this  time  from  the  Treasury,  hundreds,  if  not  thousands,  of  Three 
Dollar  Gold  pieces  and  Gold  Dollars  were  turned  in  and  diligently  melted 
during  the  latter  half  of  the  1930  s.  Following  F.D.R.'s  gold  call-in,  banks 
were  required  to  deposit  their  holdings  with  the  Federal  Reserve,  which  in 
turn  shipped  this  golden  hoard  along  to  the  Treasury's  melt  pots,  where  they 
were  cast  into  squat.  400-ounce,  .999  fine  bars!  So  how  many  1887's  are 
left?  Probably  only  a  fraction  of  that  official  6,160  mintage.

Proof  64.  Very  sharply  struck  and  reflective  with  a  beautiful 
aura  of  freshness  and  originality.  Broad  rims  with  a  knife 
border  give  a  frame  around  the  central  devices.  Better  still, 
those  central  devices  (Liberty's  flowing  hair  bust  and  the  five- 
pointed  star)  are  immaculately  detailed.  There  is  no  evidence 
of  weakness  anywhere.  And  because  both  are  nicely  frosted 
they  give  a  pleasing  cameo  contrast  to  the  mirror  field. 
America's  1879  Four  Dollar  Stellas  were  all  struck  as  Proofs, 
415  of  them  to  be  exact.  They  were  subsequently  handed  out 
to  Washington,  D.C.  bigwigs  in  an  attempt  to  encourage  these 
emminent  gentlemen  to  consider  them  for  inclusion  in  our 
monetary  scheme  of  things.  This  encouragement  failed  to  do 
its  job  — heaven  only  knows  why— so  numismatics  was  left 
with  a  great  rarity  on  its  hands.  Collectors  early  on  began 
bidding  furiously  against  one  another  for  specimens  for  their 
sets,  and  right  away  the  Stella  gained  its  soon-to-be-legendary 
prestige  as  one  of  America's  most  famous,  most  revered  gold 
coins.  Here  is  an  jewel  of  a  coin  that  is  sure  to  please.

5552  1795.  Small  Eagle.  Breen-6-E.  Rarity-3.  PCGS  graded  About 

Uncirculated  55.  An  American  classic!  If  you  want  a  well  struck, 
nicely  centered,  smooth  surfaced,  partly  lustrous,  and  charming 
example  of  this  classic  $5  Gold  Piece,  you  would  not  do  better  than 
to  bid  on  the  present  specimen.  Except  for  a  tiny  mint-made  flan 
defect  above  the  eagle's  wing  the  coin  is  immaculate.  And  for  a  gold 
coin  struck  nearly  200  years  ago  this  is  saying  a  lot.

The  fields  are  immaculate,  while  the  strike  is  razor-sharp;  so 
sharp,  in  fact,  that  you  have  to  look  twice  to  make  sure  it  is  a  classic- 
era  U.S.  gold  piece  and  not  a  date  from  much  later  on.

1803.  3  over  2.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Several  obverse  scratches  and  a 
few  tiny  rim  nicks.  Nevertheless  the  coin  is  an  excellent  representative 
of  the  type,  having  razor-sharp  detail  throughout. 


5562  1806.  Round  Top  6.  About  Uncirculated  58.  Light  eraser  rub  in  the 

fields.  Elsewhere  frosty  and  attractive,  with  very  few  handling  marks.

And  the 
only  blemish  we  can  find  is  a  hairline  on  Liberty’s  face  through  her  eye.

Best  of  all,  the  surfaces  are  first  rate:  smooth 
and  lustrous  and  bereft  of  marks.  All  in  all  a  splendid  example  of  a 
classic  American  gold  piece.

Uncirculated  58.  Plenty  of  lustre  in  the  fields  and  around  the  devices. 
The  strike  is  quite  nice  for  an  1807,  showing  full  hair  down  Liberty's 
neck.  Only  on  the  eagle  do  you  find  any  weakness,  and  it  is  confined 
to  a  small  area.

Another  nicely  struck, 
well  preserved  early  Half  Eagle,  this  one  having  mint  lustre  in  the 
protected  areas. 

Struck  the  year  after  Abraham  Lincoln  was  born  in  a  log  cabin  in  what  was 
then  considered  by  east  coast  residents  as  the  far  west,  this  handsome  coin 
amply  captures  the  emerging  nature  of  American  civilization.  In  some  ways 
we  were  as  primitive  back  then  as  many  African  nations  are  today,  with 
conditions  barely  a  notch  above  dire  poverty.  Fortunately,  Americans  had  a 
foreward-iooking,  never-mind-the-impediments  way  of  doing  things  which 
shows  up  in  this  coin.  After  all,  how  many  young  nations  in  1810  had  the 
wherewithal,  integrity,  the  pride  and  gumption,  to  strike  their  own  gold 
pieces?  In  spite  of  our  early  Mint's  backward  condition.  Mint  workers  were 
able  to  turn  their  talents  into  a  very  respectable  Half  Eagle,  one  which  was 
gladly  accepted  by  our  major  trading  partners  without  a  qualm  for  its  honesty 
or  value.  How  many  "modern”  "civilized"  countries  today  can  be  said  to 
have  honest  money?  For  in  case  you  didn't  realize  it,  this  1810  five-dollar 
gold  piece  will  still  buy  you  goods  and  services  throughout  the  world  due  to 
its  high  intrinsic  value. 

1810.  Large  Date,  Large  5D.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  few  rim  nicks  and 
some  signs  of  old  cleaning;  still  and  all,  this  is  an  acceptable  piece 
with  loads  of  history  behind  it  and  pleasing  to  look  at.

Moreover,  because  the 
obverse  field  is  somewhat  reflective,  her  portrait  gives  a  pleasing 
cameo  contrast  as  it  stands  out  above  this  semi-mirror.  Mintage  for 
1814  declined  dramatically  from  what  had  gone  on  in  prior  years, 
dropping  to  15,454  pieces.  All  were  struck  from  the  same  4  over  3 
obverse  die.  And,  as  researchers  have  found,  nearly  all  pieces  were 
exported  and  melted,  leaving,  as  an  educated  guess,  3%  to  5%  of  the 
original  mintage  extant.

Struck 
on  a  pale  yellow  gold  planchet,  all  of  the  engraving  is  amply  revealed 
in  full  stars,  rolling  curls  down  Liberty's  neck,  the  shield,  the  eagle,  the 
eagle's  delicate  feathers.  On  top  of  this,  its  surfaces  are  pristine  and 
original;  glowing  with  lustre  and  nearly  bereft  of  marks.  All 
experienced  numismatists  know  that  the  true  ground  of  a  coin's 
reputation  is  to  be  found  in  such  attributes.  Therefore,  if  you  enjoy  the 
look  of  America's  classic  gold  in  your  collection  perhaps  you  might 
want  to  examine  this  one  with  an  eye  to  bidding. 


5580  1813.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Minor  disturbance  on  rim  at  12  o'clock.  This 

one  shows  excellent  detail  and  nice  centering,  and  even  has  a  bit  of 
lustre  here  and  there.  1813  opened  yet  another  era  in  Half  Eagle 
coinage  when  John  Reich  modified  his  Capped  Bust  design  by 
dropping  the  lower  drapery  folds  around  Liberty's  bust.  This  trimmer 
motif  was  used  until  1834.  Mintage  for  1813:  95,428. 


5583  1818.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Plendy  of  mint  lustre.  Furthermore,  this 

is  not  just  some  run-of-the-mill  About  Uncirculated  coin,  no,  indeed; 
it  has  that  dusky,  orange-gold  haze  about  it  which  says  to  experienced 
numismatists  that  here  is  a  piece  that  has  been  put  away  for  decades 
upon  decades,  here  is  a  coin  which  has  never  suffered  the  indignity 
of  being  cleaned,  here  is  a  fresh,  original  specimen  just  waiting  to  find 
an  appreciative  home. 

Mint  records  say  48,588  of  these  were  made;  a  century  of  auction  records 
reveal  how  truly  few  survive.  When  our  War  of  1812  with  Britain  came  to 
a  close  in  1814.  trade  resumed  so  quickly  between  the  warring  parties  it  was 
as  if  there  had  never  been  any  animosity  between  us.  Because  legislators 
were  loath  to  monkey  with  our  coinage  laws,  gold  continued  to  be  overpriced 
here  in  the  U.S.  relative  to  silver.  And  as  if  to  add  to  the  shock  of 
readjustment  after  the  war,  private  individuals  and  banks  were  inundating 
the  land  with  often  worthless  "broken  bank"  notes.  Prices  advanced  as  a 
result  of  this  between  1814  and  1819,  driving  even  more  gold  overseas.  By 
1818,  when  this  Half  Eagle  came  off  the  coining  press,  nearly  the  entire 
output  went  to  Britain  and  the  continent  to  pay  for  imports.  Once  in 
foreigner's  hands  they  were  melted  and  recoined.  Thus,  whenever  you  read 
about  low  survival  ratios  for  early  American  gold,  this  is  the  reason  why. 


RARE  1814,  4  OVER  3  HALF  EAGLE 


5581  1814,  4  over  3.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  One  of  only  2  so 

graded,  with  none  higher.  And  what  a  pleasing  Choice 
Uncirculated  coin  it  is!  The  strike  is  bold;  there  are  no 
adjustment  marks;  and  the  lustre  is  frosty  and  attractive. 
Moreover,  Liberty's  cheek  is  blemish-free. 

The  U.S.  Mint  changed  the  Half  Eagle  design  in  1813 
making  Liberty's  head  larger  than  before.  Otherwise  it  kept 
the  same  look  to  her  cap  and  curly  hair,  and  did  not  touch 
the  reverse. 


FROSTY  UNCIRCULATED  1823  HALF  EAGLE 


5584  1823.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Premium  Quality.  Here  is 

a  coin  that  rivals  our  Heifetz  Sale  specimen  (Lot  4364)  for 
strike,  lustre,  surfaces,  and  color.  In  fact,  it  is  as  bright  as  that 
one,  with  lustre  as  nice  as  on  many  higher  grades  we  have 
seen  offered  by  others. 

These  early  Half  Eagles  have  long  been  the  premiere  coins  of 
American  numismatics.  Even  so  long  ago  as  the  mid-1800's  auction 
sales  included  these  scarce  dates  from  the  1820's;  they  were 
recognized  rarities  back  then  and  collectors  continue  to 
acknowledge  their  importance  nowadays.

In  fact,  the  strike  is 
exceptional  on  Liberty's  curls  and  the  eagle's  feather;  and  the  entire 
coin  is  bathed  in  nice  mint  lustre. 


5590  1838-C.  Fine  15.  Variety  with  bisecting  die  crack  on  the  reverse.  Nice 

hair  detail  for  the  date. 


5591  1839.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Abundant  lustre  on  this 

fresh,  attractively  toned  Half  Eagle;  more  than  50%  of  the  original 
bloom  remains.  In  addition,  the  devices  are  bold,  free  from  defects, 
and  luxuriant  with  orange-gold  color.  1839  is  not  a  date  you  see  every 
day.  While  also  not  a  rare  coin,  it  scarceness  in  as  high  a  grade  as  this 
should  no  longer  be  ignored.

Its  devices,  being  highly 
frosted,  give  a  beautiful  contrast  to  the  mirror  fields. 
Apparently  the  Mint  went  that  extra  mile  when  preparing 
Proofs  this  year  for  they  turned  out  a  dandy  coin  here.  As  can 
be  imagined  from  a  starting  number  of  30  struck,  only  a  few 
individuals  survive  and  fewer,  yet,  have  been  found  worthy  of 
being  submitted  to  one  of  the  grading  services.  PCGS's 
February  1990  census  lists  only  2  graded:  this  coin,  and  one 
higher.  NGC  has  seen  none.

5598  1876-CC.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  There's  no  such  animal  as  a  Mint  State  65  Carson  City  Half  Eagle  from  the  1870's.  Even 

advanced  collectors  and  dealers  who  have  decades  of  dealing  rare  coins  under  their  belts  will  tell  you  there  is  no  such  thing.  They 
will  tell  you  you're  on  a  fool's  errand  if  you  are  searching  for  one.  That  is,  until  this  dandy  little  specimen  turned  up  at  NGC's  offices 
recently  to  be  slabbed.  (It  had  previously  been  sold  in  the  Eliasberg  sale  as  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  See  below.) 

When  you  examine  it,  as  you  must,  you  will  find  as  we  did  it  is  so  outstanding,  so  lovely,  so  rare  in  this  lofty  state  of  preservation 
that  its  surfaces  and  lustre  belong  on  a  top  grade  1900's-dated  specimen,  not  a  specimen  from  Carson  City's  glory  decade  of  the 
1870's.  In  addition  to  having  surfaces  and  lustre  that  compare  favorably  with  similarly  graded  issues  of  a  later  era,  the  present  coin 
offers  what  just  about  every  discriminating  collector  could  wish  for:  needle-sharp  stars  around  and  sharp-as-a-tack  hair  curls  on  Liberty, 
fully  detailed  eagle  and  uncompromised  lettering,  golden  orange  color  and  a  frosty  cheek,  and  fields  which  are  magnificent,  simply 
magnificent. 

And  it  is  those  immaculate  fields  which,  in  the  final  analysis,  are  what  its  grade  comes  down  to.  For  Carson  City  issues  from  whatever 
year,  from  whatever  denomination,  from  whatever  source,  tend  inevitably  to  be  baggy  or  scruffy.  The  present  coin  is  neither  baggy 
nor  scruffy.  It  is  precisely  the  opposite.  And  because  it  is  precisely  the  opposite,  we  expect  you,  the  well-versed  bidder,  to  acknowledge 
this  by  giving  a  strong  bid. 

Mr.  David  Akers,  who  is  one  of  the  two  or  three  recognized  authorities  of  American  gold  has  this  to  say  in  his  "Half  Eagles"  volume  published  by 
Paramount  Publications  in  1979: 

"The  1876-CC  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  Carson  City  Mint  Half  Eagle.  It  is  not  the  rarest,  however,  but  is  of  approximately  the  same  rarity  as  the 
1871-CC,  1872-CC,  and  1877-CC  and  a  little  more  rare  than  the  1874-CC.  It  is  not  as  rare  as  the  1870-CC,  1873-CC,  1875-CC,  or  1878-CC.  Almost 
all  known  specimens  are  well  circulated  with  VF  being  typical.  (Many  are  much  worse  than  VF,  however.)  I  have  seen  a  small  number  of  EF  examples  and 
two  at  the  AU  level  but  never  a  strictly  uncirculated  one." 

First  off,  in  antithesis  to  his  negative  comments  about  it  being  "not  the  rarest,"  it  is  clear  from  his  writing  he  is  describing  all  states  of  preservation, 
circulated  as  well  as  Uncirculated.  Second,  he  makes  no  comparisons  in  Uncirculated  grade.  Why  not?  Probably  because  Mint  State  specimens  from  Carson 
City  are  so  rarely  encountered  as  to  be  for  all  intents  and  purposes  unavailable  for  comparison.  And  finally,  he  lets  the  cat  out  of  the  bag  when,  in  describing 
in  his  last  sentence  the  grades  he  has  seen,  he  says  "but  never  a  strictly  uncirculated  one." 

As  we  mentioned  in  the  first  paragraph  above,  this  is  the  Eliasberg  coin  sold  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries  as  "The  United  States 
Gold  Coin  Collection"  in  October  1982  as  Lot  540.  There  it  was  given  an  all-to-brief  write-up  (too  brief,  in  our  view,  considering  its 
history  and  numismatic  significance): 

"Quite  possibly  the  finest  known  specimen  of  this,  the  lowest  mintage  Carson  City  half  eagle. 

"The  writer  will  be  brief  here  and  state  only  that  of  the  half  eagles  listed  in  the  present  catalogue  this  certainly  will  be  one  of  the 
issues  attracting  the  greatest  attention.  Everyone  likes  to  own  something  no  one  else  has,  and  here  is  a  good  opportunity.  " 

The  coin  realized  $26,400.  Earlier  it  traces  to  the  John  H.  Clapp  Collection,  1942,  and  from  the  Chapman  brothers,  1893

one  word  to  say  for  it:  perfect.  No  other  word  is  needed  to  describe  its  strike  or  surfaces,  its  lustre  or  color,  and  no  other  word 
is  capable  of  describing  its  almost  hypnotizing  aura.

Furthermore,  this  is  the  highest 
one  graded  by  PCGS.  And  it  is  quite  safe  to  assume  they  will 
never  have  a  chance  to  grade  a  higher  one.

1860.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Premium  Quality.  Incredible  as  it  may  seem  here  is  a  Proof  64  example  of  one  of  the  very  earliest  dates 
in  the  Double  Eagle  series  that  is  usually  offered.  Now  we  have  seen  Proofs  and  we  have  seen  Proofs,  but  this  one  has  so  much  greater 
sharpness  that  there  is  no  comparison  — only  contrast.  Moreover,  it  is  in  the  contrast  department  (another  form  of  contrast,  that  is) 
where  this  one  stands  at  the  head  of  the  line.  We  mean  cameo  contrast.  Those  who  are  fortunate  enough  to  view  the  coin  prior  to 
the  sale  should  be  sure  to  notice  its  stunning  two  tone  effect;  an  effect  caused  by  highly  frosted  devices  rising  above  the  deep,  almost 
black  with  depth,  mirror  field.  When  it  comes  to  those  deep  mirror  fields  you  should  also  notice  how  free  they  are  from  hairlines, 
and  how  smooth  and  watery  their  mirror  reflectiviness  is.  Liberty's  delicate  face  is  equally  smooth  and  impressive.  For  nowhere— 
absolutely  nowhere  — will  you  find  a  blemish  marring  it  to  take  away  from  her  satiny  elegance. 

It  goes  without  saying  the  strike  is  one-in-a-million.  Every  star,  every  hair  strand  on  the  portrait,  every  feather,  down  even  onto 
the  most  microscopic  of  them,  is  needle-sharp.  In  other  words,  the  coin  offers  everything  the  quality  minded  bidder  could  ask  for. 
Best  of  all  there  are  no  negatives  of  any  sort. 

Proof  Double  Eagles  are,  by  their  very  nature,  magnificent  coins.  For  they  epitomize  America's  awakening  coinage  art;  they  reveal 
that  artistry  in  a  way  unlike  virtually  any  other  American  coin  save  one  or  two;  and,  for  their  day,  they  ranked  right  up  there  as  world 
class  examples  of  what  our  Mint  engravers  and  pressmen  could  accomplish.  It  may  readily  be  admitted  this  element  of  beauty  alone 
seems  powerful  enough  to  lure  collectors  into  bidding. 

However,  there  is  another  element  having  equal  significance  to  today's  collector,  and  that  is  rarity.  And  here  too  the  present  coin 
is  no  slouch  since  its  rarity  shines  as  brightly  as  its  aesthetic  charm.  To  begin  with,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  was  able  to  convince  only 
59  collectors  to  buy  Proofs  in  1860. Proof  Double  Eagles  were  probably  priced  in  the  neighborhood  of  $25  to  $28  each.  Now  to  us, 
living  in  the  late-20th  Century  where  capitalism  has  brought  forth  its  bounty,  a  premium  such  as  this— 25  to  40  percent  premium 
over  melt— seems  modest  enough;  but  to  collectors  of  those  more  primitive  days  it  was  not  a  bargain.  Therefore,  as  we  said,  only 
59  were  apparently  sold. 

Of  those  59  Proofs  it  is  anyone's  guess  how  many  made  it  through  the  dark  days  of  our  American  Civil  War  (1861-1  865)  unscathed. 
Certainly  a  goodly  number  had  to  be  spent  by  their  owners;  others,  no  doubt,  were  damaged  as  the  towns  they  were  kept  in  were 
overrun  by  armies.  So  how  many  survive?  Walter  Breen  in  his  mammoth  Complete  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and  Colonial  Coins  thinks 
"Fewer  than  10  survive."  Akers  agrees  with  Breen  when  he  says  "A  reported  59  were  struck  but  because  an  1860  proof  is  actually 
more  rare  than  many  later  proofs  with  much  lower  mintages  it  is  likely  that  many  were  never  sold  and  thus  were  later  melted.  I  would 
estimate  that  no  more  than  10  proofs  can  be  accounted  for  today." 

Since  10  or  so  are  known,  how  many  have  been  submitted  to  the  grading  services?  NGC's  Census  Report  shows  none.  And  PCGS's 
Population  Report  for  February  1 990  reveals  just  1  example:  this  one.  None  higher,  none  lower,  none  to  equal  it;  just  one  coin  graded. 
Which  means,  we  assume,  there  are  no  others  currently  in  the  marketplace  or  there  are  no  others  around  which  warrant  slabbing 
for  one  reason  or  another.  All  of  which  leaves  prospective  bidders  with  these  thoughts:  (1)  the  present  coin  is  probably  the  Finest 
Known  1860,  (2)  it  is  also  tied  with  one  other  (an  1862)  as  one  of  only  2  Proof  Type  1  Twenties  graded,  and  (3)  you  may  never 
again  — repeat,  never  again  — have  an  opportunity  to  bid  on  it  once  this  is  recognized;  it  may  get  squirreled  away  in  some  major 
collection  for  years  if  not  decades;  it  may  even  be  donated  to  a  museum  as  so  many  other  rare  coins  have  recently. 

So  there  you  have  it,  all  in  one  golden  package:  Quality,  rarity,  history,  and  beauty.  Now  it's  up  to  you  to  bid  accordingly.

The  surfaces  have  only  normal  circulation 
wear  and  there  are  no  rim  bumps  or  other  value-impairing 
blemishes  to  mar  its  stately  look.  Total  mintage  for  1861-0  was 
17,741.  Breen  breaks  this  down  to  5,000  for  the  Union,  9,750 
for  the  State  of  Louisiana  (which  seized  the  mint  early-on  in 
1861),  and  2,991  for  the  Confederacy  (which  took  over  from 
the  state  after  the  pot  boiled  over  into  Civil  War  in  April  of  that 
year).  None  of  these  can  be  told  apart,  however,  which  is  why 
guide  books  always  lump  the  mintage  figures  together.  After 
those  final  2,991  pieces  came  a-tumbling  off  the  CSA  dies,  the 
Mint  closed  up  shop.  With  war  now  raging,  all  precious  metals 
were  hoarded;  thereupon,  no  bullion  was  offered  to  the  mint 
for  striking  coins.

attractive  coin  that  deserves  special  attention  due  to  its  sharp  strike, 
frosty  surfaces,  and  overall  appearance  of  freshness  and  originality. 
Very  few  Uncirculated  No  Motto  Double  Eagles  come  on  the  market 
each  year;  and  of  those  which  do,  most  are  unacceptable  for  high 
quality  type  sets  for  one  reason  or  another.  Therefore,  a  coin  which  is 
highly  desirable  and  should  receive  a  premium  bid.

Proofs  of  this  magnificent  coin.  When  it  comes  to  special  coins  this  Gem  Proof  High  Relief  brushes  elbows  with  America's  most  famous 
rarities.  For  only  when  important  collections  are  consigned  to  auction  does  a  Proof  surface;  and  only  once  in  a  lifetime  is  a  Superb 
Proof  65  offered!  That  the  present  coin  is  dazzlingly  bright  and  intensely  pleasing  goes  without  saying  since  everyone  who  has  followed 
rare  coins  for  any  length  of  time  knows  how  absolutely  strict  and  eagle-eyed  NGC's  graders  are.  On  purely  aesthetic  grounds  it  flies 
in  the  face  of  even  top  end  Mint  State  examples.  Or  rather,  it  flies  above  and  beyond  nearly  all  contenders,  Mint  State  or  Proof. 

Satin  finish  Proof  High  Relief  Double  Eagles  are  relatively  easy  to  differentiate  from  their  more  common  business  strike  companions. 
Their  edge  lettering  comes  from  only  one  of  the  two  collars  used  (having  minor  recutting  in  U  of  UNUM).  And  their  fields  consist  of 
minute  swirl  lines  exactly  like  that  found  on  more  available  Wire  Edge  Periods  1907  Ten  Dollar  Gold  pieces.  In  addition,  the  eagle  has 
a  frosted  texture  unlike  that  seen  on  regular  issues. 

According  to  Breen: 

"(Chief  Engraver  Charles  E.]  Barber  claimed  that  only  five  proofs  were  made  'on  the  medal  press,'  evidently  requiring  six  or  seven 
impressions  apiece  from  the  dies.  His  widow  had  a  seventh,  and  others  cannot  be  traced  to  him ...  In  general  a  possible  proof  will 
differ  from  ordinary  (!)  MCMVII  coins  in  having  inner  borders  sharp  on  both  sides,  relief  details  fully  brought  up,  all  berries  rounded, 
all  Capitol  pillars  countable,  all  tail  feathers  with  clear  ends;  edge  letters  are  bolder  than  on  normal  strikings  in  the  same  collar,  with 
horizontal  striations  between  them.  Proofs  ordinarily  do  not  have  more  than  a  trace  of  knife  rim,  unlike  the  normal  strikings  .  .  ." 
Just  like  this  coin.  As  you  can  see  by  his  description,  Breen  has  studied  these  amazing  coins  thoroughly. 

And  when  it  comes  time  for  you  to  study  this  amazing  specimen,  you  too  will  leave  with  a  feeling  of  awe  and  reverence  for  Saint- 
Gaudens'  engraving  genius,  for  his  mastery  of  coin  design  — as  we  say,  after  examining  this  coin  you  too  will  leave  with  a  deeper  respect 
for  our  mint  workers  and  for  what  they  had  to  go  through  in  producing  this  magnificent  sculpture  in  gold.  Had  the  designer  not  died 
in  August  1907  we  would  probably  have  seen  a  longer  issuance  of  his  High  Relief  motif,  rather  than  the  lower  relief  pieces  which  Barber 
subsequently  forced  upon  the  Treasury  and  the  public.  But  he  did  die  in  August.  And  so  he  left  us  with  only  a  few  examples  of  American 
coinage  art  at  its  finest! 

Although  the  present  coin  does  not  come  with  a  pedigree  it  is  nevertheless  one  of  only  3  reported  in  this  condition  by  NGC.  Could 
it  be  possible  there  is  really  only  one  Proof  65?  One  coin  that  has  been  graded  three  times?  Graded  three  times  in  the  hopes  of 
a  higher  grade  I since  it  is  undeniably  so  close  to  perfection  that  its  former  owner(s)  may  have  tried  for  a  '66  grade).  While  we  are 
unable  to  answer  this  question,  we  put  it  before  you  for  prospective  bidders  to  ponder  upon.  It  could  easily  be  the  Finest  Known 
Proof  High  Relief.  Which  would  place  it  on  an  even  higher  plane.

1907.  High  Relief.  Roman  Numerals  [MCMVII],  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  An  outstanding  coin  to  say  the  least  for  it  has  everything 
going  for  it  and  absolutely  no  drawbacks.  The  strike  is  superb,  with  every  design  detail  razor-sharp.  In  conjunction  with  these  are 
exquisite  silky  fields,  fields  that  are  utterly  perfect.  No  other  Saint-Gaudens  High  Relief  could  have  better  surfaces  for  perfect  means 
perfect!—  sleek,  elegant,  pleasing  to  the  eye,  and  impeccable.  Whereas  many  so-called  Gems  have  a  few  light  marks  on  the  highest 
points  of  the  coin,  here  there  is  nothing  but  uninterrupted  lustre. 

But  all  of  this  says  nothing  about  the  coin's  rarity  in  top  condition.  Because  rarity  is  really  what  numismatics  is  all  about  today; 
rarity,  combined  with  low  grade  populations.  And  this  one's  grade  is  right  up  there  near  the  high  end  of  the  Condition  Census.  NGC 
has  graded  only  1  other  as  high,  while  PCGS  has  graded  6;  making,  in  total,  8  superb  specimens  known.  Eight  coins— from  an  original 
mintage  of  1 1 ,250  pieces  only  8  have  survived  in  as  near  perfect  condition  as  is  humanly  possible.  So  there  you  have  it.  ( 1 )  America's 
most  renowned  coins.  (2)  In  fact,  one  of  the  acknowledged  classics  in  World  numismatics.  (3)  And  available  in  a  state  of  preservation 
only  the  angels  could  better  if  they  had  a  mind  to! 

President  Theodore  Roosevelt  selected  America's  famed  medallist  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  the  pride-enducing  task  of  re-doing  our  $  10  and  $20 
gold  pieces.  Roosevelt  encouraged  him  to  create  the  most  beautiful  coins  imaginable,  comparable  to  the  exquisite  high  relief  treasures  the  Greeks 
had  used  in  ancient  days.  Saint-Gaudens  was  given  carte  blanche  to  design  them  as  he  pleased.  And,  as  every  student  of  American  numismatics 
knows,  he  succeeded  admirably.  High  High  Relief  1907  Double  Eagle  is  without  a  doubt  our  most  spectacular  coin.  Better  still,  collectors  around 
the  world  place  in  among  the  loveliest  coins  of  all  time. 

However,  beauty  didn't  come  easy.  Like  with  all  good  things  which  we  create,  there  is  often  a  price  to  pay.  In  Saint-Gaudens'  case  the  price 
was  a  combination  of  envy  by  regular  Mint  engravers  and  the  limitations  of  technology  when  applied  to  coin  manufacturing.  A  jealous  Mint  master, 
Charles  Barber,  berated  the  design.  Because  minting  requirements  demanded  a  large  production  run,  speed  was  mandatory.  Sadly,  however,  speed 
and  beauty  seem  to  be  at  loggerheads  when  it  comes  to  coin  design.  Each  High  Relief  coin  required  5  or  more  blows  from  the  dies  to  entirely  bring 
up  its  design.  According  to  tradition,  when  Barber  objected  to  this  multi-striking  bottleneck  President  Roosevelt  demanded  he  "Begin  the  new  issue 
even  if  it  takes  you  all  day  to  strike  one  piece!" 

Barber  did  so,  coining  11,250  pieces  before  the  realities  finally  forced  him  to  alter  the  design  to  a  flatter  relief  later  on  in  1907.

And  what  a  rich  and 
satisfying  Gem  it  is!  The  lustre  veritably  glows  with  satiny 
elegance,  while  the  fields  are  absolutely  free  from  marks 
(which  is  only  proper  for  a  coin  carrying  such  a  stately  grade 
as  65).  Furthermore,  the  strike  is  unimpeachable,  having 
Liberty's  form  as  sharp  as  can  be  and  the  eagle  winging  along 
in  all  his  majesty.  In  order  to  give  prospective  bidders  a  feel  for 
how  scarce  a  High  Relief  is  in  this  agreeable  condition,  out  of 
an  original  mintage  of  11,250  pieces  (many  of  which  were 
saved  as  keepsakes),  NGC  has  graded  only  30  Mint  State  65's 
as  of  February  1990.  Bidders  should  take  heed  of  such  a  low 
total  and  raise  their  estimates  accordingly. 

Collectors  who  know  the  story  of  our  most  beautiful  Double 
Eagle,  the  High  Relief,  realize  the  headaches  Mint  workers  had  to 
endure  in  rendering  fully  struck  specimens  from  Saint-Gaudens' 
grand  and  admirable  design.  Right  from  the  start  there  was  a  contest 
between  what  the  artist  wanted  his  motif  to  look  like  (ancient  Greek 
coinage  with  its  sculpture-like  relief)  and  what  a  cost  conscious  Mint 
had  to  contend  with  in  manufacturing  coins  at  the  least  possible 
expense  per  unit.  Each  High  Relief  coin  took  from  five  to  seven 
blows  from  the  dies  to  bring  out  its  detail.  Any  few  number  of  blows 
and  those  with  a  critical  eye  could  spot  the  lack  of  detail  instantly. 
Imagine  the  frustration  of  mint  workers  who  were  judged  by  their 
efficiency  and  speed  when  faced  with  having  to  do  these  in  slow 
motion!

Coins  like  the  present  1915  Matte  Proof  Double  Eagle  bring  to  the 
mind  an  important  object  lesson  in  valuing  rare  items,  whether  they  be 
coins  or  paintings  or  rare  cars  or  what-have-you.  Early  this  year  an 
acquaintance  of  the  cataloguer's  described  an  eye-opening  experience 
he'd  just  had.  The  gentleman  — let  us  call  him  Jack  T.  —  is  a  middle-aged 
collector;  a  collector  of  coins,  English  water  colors.  Mercedes  Benz 
automobiles,  and,  apropos  to  this  footnote,  rare  shot  guns.  He  has  also 
grown  quite  wealthy  dabbling  in  these  objects,  though  his  profession  is 
medicine. 

One  day  years  ago  while  visiting  an  elderly  gentleman  who  was  an 
eminent  authority  on  the  values  of  antiques.  Jack  T.  showed  the 
specialist  a  pair  of  scarce  shot  guns,  worth,  at  the  time,  perhaps  $500 
retail  apiece.  Both  agreed  they  were  splendid  items  and  something  many 
collectors  found  desirable.  It  was  then  that  Jack  spotted  a  handsome, 
rare  brand  of  shot  gun  on  a  shelf  behind  the  other  man.  "How  much  is 
that  one,"  Jack  asked,  pointing  to  it.  "I'll  trade  you  my  two  guns  for 
yours." 

The  specialist  turned  around,  saw  what  Jack  was  pointing  to,  and 
shook  his  head.  "No,  my  friend.  That  is  a  money-gun.  Yours  are  not.  I 
will  sell  it  for  $1200  cash  but  do  not  want  to  trade  for  your  two." 

"A  money-gun?  What's  a  money-gun,"  Jack  replied.

We  can  only  assume  that  Mrs.  R.  Henry 
Norweb  carefully  hand  selected  her  1  931  Double  Eagle  from  a  number  of  pieces  which  were  offered  by  major  dealers  over  the  years. 
Either  that  or  she  picked  it  up  directly  from  a  bank  at  the  time  of  issue.  Her  patience  in  waiting  for  a  Gem  Uncirculated  example  was 
well  rewarded  as  this  piece  is  clearly  among  the  Finest  Known.  As  with  all  of  the  late-date  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagles,  1931's 
original  mintage  figure  is  totally  irrelevant.  Of  the  2,938,250  pieces  made  virtually  all  were  melted.  Current  population  estimates  range 
from  a  low  of  18  to  25  pieces  (postulated  by  Breen  in  his  renowned  Encyclopedia)  to  50  to  60  pieces  (as  set  forth  by  Akers  in  his 
standard  reference  on  the  series  published  by  Paramount  Publishing).  Based  on  the  frequency  of  auction  appearances,  we  feel  that 
the  actual  number  which  survive  is  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  50.  As  of  February  1  990,  this  is  one  of  only  2  NGC  Mint  State 
65  s  graded,  with  none  higher.  PCGS,  for  its  part,  has  seen  1  each  of  Mint  State  65  and  66.  Whether  or  not  the  same  coin  is 
represented  in  more  than  one  of  these  census  figures  is  for  others  to  say.  But  what  is  known  for  certain  is  that  the  present  coin, 
along  with  these  few  others,  is  one  of  the  Finest  Known  1931  Double  Eagles  of  them  all.  And  because  it  is,  and  because  of  its 
pedigreed  heritage,  we  feel  it  deserves  a  block-buster  price  realized!

certain  PCGS  would  have  ratched  this  one's  grade  up  another 
notch;  therefore,  we  consider  it  in  the  Premium  Quality  class 
and  have  so  designated  it.  Hopefully,  when  you  see  its  bold 
devices  and  lovely  silken  lustre  you  will  agree  with  our 
appraisal  and  give  it  an  elevated  bid. 

During  the  1930's  nearly  every  major  country  "called  in"  (i.e., 
confiscated)  the  public's  gold  coinage  and  melted  it  all  down.  Since 
the  depression  era  was  one  of  newfangled  experimentation  with  the 
world's  money,  why  not?  No  more  "honest  as  gold"  coins;  no, 
indeed.  Now  the  peoples  of  the  world  could  live  under  managed 
money;  money  controlled  by  technocrats  and  their  macro¬ 
manipulation  schemes.  Nearly  the  entire  mintage  of  1931-D  Double 
Eagles,  was  turned  into  .999  fine  27-pound  bars.  And  in  their  place 
was  substituted  — what  else?  — pieces  of  paper  with  numbers  on 
them. 

Austrian  economist  Ludwig  von  Mises  has  "coined"  a  piercing 
jingle  to  explain  what  came  of  this  clever  trick:  "Government  is  the 
only  entity  that  can  take  a  useful  commodity  like  paper  and,  by 
applying  ink,  make  it  worthless."  Touche!

Meaning,  we  suppose,  that  so  few  of  these  come  on  the 
market  (one  or  two  a  decade)  they  are  virtually  unrecognized 
by  collectors.  The  present  specimen  shows  typical  handling 
marks  of  the  kind  often  noted  on  Territorial  Gold.  Nevertheless, 
none  of  these  marks  is  overly  detracting.  Walter  Breen  lists  8 
individuals  in  his  40-pound  Encyclopedia  and  tells  their  story 
as  follows:  "The  Theodore  Dubosq  team,  father  and  two  sons, 
set  up  a  mint  after  their  arrival  at  San  Francisco  in  May  1849. 
Evidently  they  struck  large  numbers  of  $5  and  $10  gold  pieces 
in  1850-51  from  dies  dated  1850;  perhaps  10,000  of  each. 
Dubosq's  coins  were  widely  circulated  and  accepted  at  par 
(which  not  many  of  the  Territorial  gold  pieces  can  boast). 
Nevertheless,  in  the  wake  of  the  scandal  over  underweight 
pieces  from  other  mints,  Dubosq's  issues  were  melted  down 
in  quantity.  Today  only  3  $5  pieces  are  known,  and  8  $10 
coins."  This  is  the  only  specimen  graded  by  a  grading  service 
as  of  February  1990.

When  Mormon  miners  began 
bring  gold  dust  back  to  their  Salt  Lake  City  homeland,  their  leader,  Brigham 
Young,  decided  to  issue  a  distinctly  Mormon  coinage  using  it.  The  clasped- 
hands  type  was  used  issued  in  1849  and  1850,  but  soon  thereafter  there 
arose  a  hue  and  cry  that  the  Mormons  were  debasing  the  coins.  (Many  other 
private  issuers  of  the  time  were  also  accused.)  The  accusations  proved  well 
grounded  and  Mormon  gold  coinage  ceased  after  the  public  began  shunning 
them.
